of furnishings were needed in each of the 
school buildings. The figures amounted 
to a little over 82, GOO. 

The condition of the schools, he said, 
had improved of late so far as infectious 
diseases were concerned, except perhaps in 
the Dak Hill district where it has been 
found necessary to close the Dak Hill 
building on two occasions on account of 
contagion. 

The recent figures on the attendance 
books has been poor, particularly among 
the youDger pupils. Mr. Fifleld comforted 
the board with the assurance that other 
cities were as greatly if not more so, de- 
moralized as regards attendance. 

He took the opportunity to jog the memo- 
ry of the board that the matter of the ex- 
amluation of pupils’ eyesight might well 
be given attention in the near future. He 
was particularly solicitous about the pri- 
mary aud grammar grades. 

''With a population of 33,5.37 and a school 
population of 5315," said Mr. Fifield, ”1 
do not think Newton can be called extrava- 
gant in the matter of school department 
expenditures. 

"The percentage of valuation appropriat- 
ed to public schools is less than in 29 other 
cities in this state, the largest being 5 03 
mills and that of Newton 3 13 mills or a 
little over 17 per cent, uf tbe total appru- 
riation (or municipal expenses 

"1 would also call attentiou to the fact 
that tbe expense per pupil w'as r^^duced in 
tbe High school lrom8t>4.11 to G1 '>7. while 
in the grades below tbe High school it 
rose from $35 04 to S3G 30, which is G5 cents 
per pupil less than the average for the last 
ten years.” 

After the superintendent’s report had 
been accepted tue committee on rules gave 
notice that at tbe board’s uext meetiug 
number of minor changes iu the rules 
would be presented for consideration. 

The sum of $18,972 was appropriated for 
tbe department expenses during February.

Two months of the time of the Legisla 
tnre of lisii have passed. On the whole 
this (^eneriil Court seems to have acoom^ 
plisheil fniiy as much as Its recent pedeces. 
sors in ilii'se months. So far as committee 
reports are concerned it is ahead of them. 
In the iiiHtter of iinporlaiiue of measures 
pending, tills Legislstiire is a little tame, 
though there are a great many bills which 
in the next few weeks will assnine an lir- 
portaiico w hich has not yet been accorded 
them. 

.Most of the annual reports of departments 
have been made, the Important exceptions 
having been tlie iiielropolitaii w ater board's 
lepoit, w hich came in Motidiiy, and the 
annual report of tlie gas and electric light 
commissioners. The committee on ineiro. 
politan atlairs continues to hear a number 
of extremely important subjects and this 
week will take up tlie question of the elTect 
of outlets of sewers and sewage disposal in 
the metropolitan district, the proposed 
boulevard from Broadway Park in Somei- 
vi le to Charles river in the vicinity of Cot- 
tage Farm; tlie claim of Hopkiiiton for 
compensation for damages from the con- 
struction of the metropolitan w ater system 
—this being the bill which Menutor Buy 
carried through last year, so far as one 
branch was concerned it being defeateil in 
another; the claims of C'liiton. Sterling, 
and other places in the Nashua Blver val- 
ley for additional compeiisution ; and that 
other troublesome quentiun as to the sale 
by tbe metropolitan water board of eleo- 
ir Iclty produced by it at tlie great Wachu- 
sett Dam in Clintoa. On these latter ques- 
tions the committee on water supply sits 
jidutly with the metropolitan committee. 

The onslaught of Mr. William H. Baker 
of your citv on the Boston board of police 
is perhaps as troublesome a matter as the 
metropolitan committee has before it. On 
Monday there was another great gathering 
in the hearing room of tbe oommittee when 
Mr. Baker cuntiuueu his efTort to “nasi’ 
the present members ui the police board. 
It has been many a year since any man on 
Btacun Hill threw so much energy and fer- 
vor into his argument before a committee 
as has been lue case with Mr. Baker. Boiiie 
eight or nine sessions ago there was a mem- 
ber of the Senate named Symunds from Sa- 
lem who hud a resonant voice which used 
to echo through the corridors of the Bul- 
tinch front much as Air. Baker's voice re- 
sounds in the slate house extension. Mr. 
Symunds has since died, but many of the 
older men abuut the capitol were reminded 
of him w lien Air. Baker argued his case 
before the metropolitan committee. 

The remarks ol the writbr a week ago 
concerning the profound iiiipressiuti created 
by the propo&itiuu ol James BicUard Carter 
and otber.s fur a revision ol the corpuratiuii 
laws have already to a great extent been 
justilied. After a red-hot debate uii Thurs 
iiay of la t week the pusitiuu of the 
rules committee of the House, which was 
ununimou.-.iy in favor of u special oommittee 
to consider the revision, was vindicated. 
To be sure three members of the cumiiiittee, 
Messrs. Saunders of Boston, Brigham of 
Marlboro, and Blood of Fitcliburg. believed 
there should be a gas investigation by a 
special committee independent of theiiives- 
ttgaiiou prupuseu by Mr. Luce of Somerville, 
but the remuiiiing members of the rules 
committee (who had the most hearty syin 
paiby and ao lar as he could give it the co- 
operation ut Speaker Myers) favored tiie 
Luce order and argued that evei ythiug in 
tbe way ui lemediul legislation ouiitempla- 
tea in tbe MePheraon-daunder's order could 
be secured under tlie order of the Somerville 
man. By a decisive vote the House sus- 
tained the mujonty of the oommittee.

Whist. 


The general .nihjeot of (inesaing i* dlvl*l- 
bie into three aeparnte and diAtinot hranch- 
e*, which (lifTer so radicnily, and are 
governed by such contiicting proce.sse* of 
rea.soning a* to render their separate con- 
sideration a matter of necessity. The 
first, which inolude.s all linesses in part- 
njr’a suits, has been already treated, the 
conclusion reached being Hint Htey arc al 
most never justiliable. bo that, unless 
special reasons exist for retaining the 
mister card in partner's suit, even tlie 
m ijor tenace tine.sse therein, except when 
holding exactly three, is usually to be 
avoided. But w.hen it comes to tlie second 
class of finesses -those in ) our own suit- 
cinditions entirely difTerent prevail, aiid.as 
ail whist rules are based upon reason, ihoho 
controlling tinesses in your own suit are 
diametrioally opoos' d to tho.se which relate 
to partner's. llere it is of the utmost im- 
purtiiiico to retain possession of oomniaiid 
as long as consistent with safety, and, as a 
nece.ssary corollary, deep linessliig in one’s 
own suit is not only advisable, but, in a 
sense, ob igatory. The one essential in 
bringing in a long suit, supposing that ad- 
verse trumps Iiave been exhausted, is to be 
in the lead on the third round of it, ordin- 
arily, and so important is this considered 
that good players will often take a hopeless 
fines.<«e on the second round in order that 
they may retain the master card for the 
next 

Manifestly, then, when partner shifts 
from bis own suit, thus practically aban- 
doning it, and leads a supporting curd, no 
matter bow weak, to your declared or pre- 
sinned suit, it is your duty to finesse oleur 
down to the ground, unless what is popu 
larly termed ''acB time” Is at hand, when, 
of course, you must gather in every win- 
ning card with all pu.ssibie expedition. It 
Is in your own suit that the major teimce 
tinssse is indeed the tinesse proper, tiie 
uccastons when it should nut be taken be- 
ing V. ry rare. 

Whatever other sins of omission or com- 
mission yon may be guilty of at the whist 
table, do not be afraid to tinesse in your 
own suit when the situation permits of it. 

This leads us up very naturully to the 
rather trite subject of what is called the 
tinesse obligatory, with which every whist 
player should be familiar. It is really sur- 
prising how few average players under- 
stand this finesse or the simple principle 
upon which it depends. Situatioii.s utford- 
ini opportunity for this so-called finesse 
(which is, in reality, not u finesse ut all, us 
the player has no option whether to take it 
or not, if he would play correctly) present 
themselves in such frequent and apparently 
different forms that even good players 
sometimes fail to recognize them when they 
occur in actual play. The must usual pres- 
entation of the compulsory finesse is 
when the developments are of this charac- 
ter. b'lppose yourself to be the leader, 
and that your suit is diamonds, of which 
you hold king, ten, four and two. Yon 
lead the two, second hand plays the three, 
your partm-r wins the trick with the queen, 
fourth hand playing the eight; partner now 
returns the seven, and the second hand 
covers with the niiiH, you must tinesse the 
ten, knowing that the ace is on your left. 
The Jack is also ponsibly there, but it may 
be on your right, and your only eliance of 
taking a trick in tlie suit is to find it in the 
latter position. If both ace aud Jack are 
on your left, the suit is hopeless any way, 
whereas if the jack be on your right, the 
ten will force Hie ace, and your king is 
made good fur the third round. 

Again, suppose that you have led the .I of 
hearts, holding king, 7. H, 5 and -I in the 
suit, second bund the ti, partner the li), 
fourth liand winning with the jack. Part- 
ner obtains the lead on a subsequent trick 
and returns Hie 8 of hearts, upon which 
SHcond hand drops the 8; now, even tli mgli 
the trick is already against you, the 4 must 
be played, for if ace and ijneeii are boHi in 
foiirtb hand the suit is hopeless, while 
there is a chance that the queen is on your 
right and the ace single on your left, in 
which case it mii-t full on the trick what- 
eyer you play. Your king would thus be- 
come good lor Hie third round, and if it 
does not win, will at least force an adverse , 
trump. Yon mnst.however.alwnys coverlhe ' 
c ird played by second hand if you can do so, I 
without parting with your best card in the 
suit, or if tlie two cards at Hie liead ul your 
holding form a fourchete over that plu)ed 
by second hand. The following geiieial 
rule iiiuy be of ussi.>taiice in determining 
wlien Hie |)lay must be made: When you 
are tiiird hand on the second round of a 
suit originally opened by yourself, and the 
muster card of the suit is marked on your 
left, holding the second and fourth best 
cards of tlie suit, or Hie second best with 
partner, leading the fourth best, you may 
take the tinesse, fur if the third best curd is 
also in fourth hand the suit is hopeless; if 
it be in second liund, a clear gain is made. 

In tills coniiectinii it may be stated Hiut 
there is no sncli thing save in extranrdlnaiy 
cases as Hie tinesse obligatory in tlie trump 
suit, for the obvious reason Hiut the master 
inimi) will nearly always be held up by 
second hand upon the return of that suit. 
Tills curd Is not undangered by being re- 
tained for I lie Hiird l ouiid, us the muster 
caid of a plain suit would be, and It is, 
therefore, coiniiion practice to hold it tip to 
induce deep linessing by Hie original leader, 
so tliat fiiurtli Inind may win Hie trick 
cheaply, i’l'is may bo fnistrateU by general 
ly refusing to take Hie linesse obligatory in 
trumps.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Few of our citizens take any interest In 
the happenings at the State House when 
the legislature is in session. It is hard to 
realize that the general court is the source 
of our political being and that we live and 
move and breathe by and with the consent 
of that august body. Yet such a statement 
comes very* near the facts and should 
arouse each public spirited citizen to his 
plain duty in the matter. It is not enough 
to say that our representatives are chosen 
for that very duty, but each one should see 
to it that good laws are maintained, bud 
ones repealed or amended and proposed 
legislation oarefully scrutinized. The com- 
mittee hearings are the best opportunities 
for such work, and greater attention should 
be paid them by the general public. 

Hearings are now being held by the com- 
mittee on election laws on the various 
methods of caucus reform, and now is the 
time to aid in securing the very best legis- 
lation possible on such an important sub- 
ject. 

Other important matters, such as grant- 
ing large sums for metropolitan water, 
park and sew er purpose.a. all of w hich will 
affect the pockets of the taxpayer, are also 
under discussion, and now is the time to 
take active measures, for or against such 
legislation. 


FARES FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Our attention has been called to the re- 
fusal of the Commonwealth Avenue Street 
Railway Co. to comply with the law re- 
quiring the transportation of children to 
aud from school fur one half fare. Fortu- 
nately, this line affects but few school 
ohildreu, but the principle is tiie .same, 
and immediate steps should be taken by the 
proper authorities to compel tills corupauy 
to use half fare tickets. It evidently re- 
fuses compliance on the ground of tlie al- 
leged unconstitutioiiality of the law, but 
that is begging the question, for us lung us 
the law’ remains on the statute books it 
should be enforced to tiie letier. 

Besides the injustice dune the oilier .Vew- 
ton lines, wlio have obeyed llie law under 
protest, it seems to us tiiut a sense of com- 
mon decency ought to govern tliis coiiipany, 
wlilcli was freely granted a valuable loca- 
tion ill a mugnillcent avenue costing tiie 
city over a half a million of dollars. Tlii.s 
attitude is cbaracleristlc however, of tiie 
Comiiionweaitli Avenue Co , wliich is 
noted us being the least public spirited of 
all the Newton roads.

What sins are committed 
In thy name! .Many an aching head and 
pallid cheek have been aiiribuled to over- 
study and confinement in school, whicii 
was only the tminral protest of overtaxed 
digestive functions; for to my certain 
knowledge such articles of food as onlil 
mince or apple pie, douglinuts, chocolate 
cake, candy, olives and pickles are eaten by 
these children during the half hoar recess.

Is it to be wondered at, that children al- 
lowed to eat such food should lack relisli 
for the mid day meal? A simple sand- 
wich eaten at half past eleven ought not to 
affect a child's appetite for the regular meal 
It would seem as if a normal he.ilthy child 
ought not to suffer from the confinement of 
four and one half hours, during which time 
he has several opportunities to move about; 
and a Imit-bour of relaxation to be spent 
in or out of doors as he chooses; and after 
the mid day meal eaten leisurely, because 
there is no fear of tardine.^s, he is free to 
I un and shout in the open air during the 
best part of the day. 'The growing child 
cannot have too much fresh air and sun- 
shine

NEW CHURCH. 

Rev. John Goddard Now 
Its Pastor. 

Preached at Newtonville Last 
Sunday. 


The mpiubnrs of the New Church anclely 
of Newtonville heard their new pastor. 
Rev. Jidin Goddard, for the first time last 
.Sunday. Rev. Mr. Goddard wa.s called 
about two months ago and left a Cinoinnati 
oharg) to O') 11 1 to jwi iiiville. He wa4 
warmly received hy a largo onngregation 
and following the services shook hands 
with those who are to form his new parish. 

His sermon was as follows: 


IIK (lIVKril TO III.S IIKI.OVKI), SI.KKP. 

"Except the Lord build the house, they 
labor ill vain that build it, except the I.ord 
keep the city, the watchman waketh but 
In vain. It Is vain for you that ye rise up 
early, and so hue take rest, and eat the 
bread of toil; for so he giveth unto his be- 
loved sleep.” Ps. C XXVII, 1, 2 (Revised ) 
The iiiarginul note in the revised Riblc, 
whluh is believed by the translators to 
reuder more exactly the meaning of the 
original, reals: "So he giveth uuto his be- 
loved in sleep.” 

The Lord alone ciu build the house, oan 
keep the city. It is true literally. Tiie 
Divine Providence is not absent from this 
world's affairs Not only is the love of 
the eternal G id watciiiiig over us above, 
but “uiidenieaih are the everlasting arms.” 
This, however, will not be our chief 
thought this iiiornliig. The Divine pres- 
ence and Providence in this world, with 
its incompleteness, its sorrows, accidents, 
errors, is working to the end that the spirit- 
ual house and the spiritual city may be 
built; that is to say, to the end that the 
spiritual houses of our individual souls 
may be made joyous with the sunshine uf 
the Divine love; and tliat the larger.grami 
er assemblage of people in the city of God 
may dwell together in unity in the church 
uu earth, ami in the heave:i.s above. 

Literally, It doe.s not seem as if the Lord 
had much to do wall the building uf our 
houses or the protection of our cities. It 
rather seems utteuiimes as we were either 
the victim^ of heredity, eiiviruiimeut, acci- 
dent, or else the architects of ouro.vii for- 
tunes or misfortunes. It seems as if heaven 
were on the side uf the strongest battalions 
as if nature, not God, rules iii the affairs 
of men. And the reason why it so appears 
is made known to us. Tlie Lord works 
secretly out of our sight, that we may ex- 
ercise the human prerogative uf freedom 
of the will and railouality of the utider- 
statidiiig. He coutiiiually creates that free- 
dom for us, so that we may exercise the 
vital power of choica. But our freedom 
is possible only through the Divine help, 
and our choice will not be a right choica 
uutil ill the depths of our hearts we ac- 
knowledge and liiially become conscious uf 
the Divine help and support. For, us we 
are taught, "the Divine Upirit) uf the Lord 
makes heaven. The angels realize this, 
and we labor in vain” to build a heaven- 
ly bouse or city— a happy individual life or 
a happy comtuuiiity or church life, with- 
out Him. 

Gne of the Divine Master’s most wonder- 
ful ways of leading men unconsciously to 
themselves is told uf in the climax of our 
text: "for so he giyelb unto His beloved 
(in sleep)." Let us especially consid* r the 
signilicance uf these words— first literally, 
then mure deeply. Our earthly nature 
often grudges the time spent in sleep, it 
bids us rise up early, and sit up late, and 
forget. In our struggle for success, that in- 
visible recreative force which can alone 
be given to us in sleep, without which the 
fruits of suc-iess are like apples of Sodom, 
or the bread of sorrows:- homes uiiliiii&hed 
cities unprotected. It seems to the man 
of the world a great waste to spend almost 
one third of life in idle uncotiscioustiess. 
And yet we cannot trespass on tliat mys- 
terious unooiiscioiis realm witiiout serious 
results. How wonderful the effect of 
sleep! How it separates us from the 
worries of life, "Knits up the ravelled 
sleeve of care,” brings new states of 
thought and feeling ami hope, and courage, 
and good will to men.” How it arrests tue 
forces uf evil aud selfish life, and makes 
each day a new opportunity, a new begin- 
iiiiig! 'The German proverb, iiuoted by the 
Hon. John Bigelow in his little work on, 
"the mystery of sleep,” reads: " Tao 
murning liuur has gold in its mouth.” 

'The physiologist inclines to tliinkof all 
tills recuperative change as merely plivsi- 
cui. But this would seem to be contrudict- 
ed by the fact tiiut there are parts of tho 
body wliich never sleep. 'The heart never 
sleeps, nor the lungs, nor the lower bruin 
called the cerebellum, from wliich heart, 
lungs and vi.scuru mainly derive their vital 
force. The cerebrum, tlie bruin uf cuii- 
sciousiiess and of voluntary thought sleeps, 
and tlie surface muscles wliich it vitalizes. 
'The New-Ctiurch doctrine and philosophy 
inuke rutioiiul whut certain lorms of 
ancient philosophy and certain parts of tlie 
Bible teacli us facts, namely, that Hie great 
change which comes to tiie unconscious 
soul ill sleep, utid to tlie body tlirough Hie 
soul, is fruin tlie iiivisiule preseiice and 
power witli us of angelic force.s in the spirit 
uul world. 'Tile new platonic plitlosopher, 
liiiiiblictuis. (not a t'liristian,) who lived in 
Hie fourth ctfiitniy, wrote, us quoted by 
.Mr. Bigelow: ”1 lie night lime of Hie 
body is Hie day time of Hie soul.” In a 
woiitleifnl passage in .lub, spoken by 
Eliliu, wo read; ”For God speaketli once. 
3ea twice, tlnnigli man ru.:iirdelii it not 
lo a dream, in a viaiun of Hie night, wiieii 
deep sleep fallelli ii|ioii nieii, in sltimber- 
ings upon tlie bed, tlieii lie opeiiutll tlie 
ears of men, and sealetli llitdr instruction, 
tliiii lie may wiih-draw in iii from liis pnr- 
po.se, ami liide iiridu from man; lie keeo- 
eih back ills soul from Hie pit, and his life 
fmm perisliing by the sword ” (.lo:*, 

WXIll. 14 18) And Hie Word of (}oU 
IS lepiete witli instances of Divine lead- 
ings and teachings by dieunis during 
sleep. And, (entiiely apart lr<im con.acions 
III -.1111011011 by dream-.) the New Clinich 
Doctrine assures us that man is especially 
proticted from evil spiritual inilueiices 
dining sleep, so linil, a.-> Job says Ins soul 
IS tlicreby iieid buck lioin tlie pit, and liis 
nride IS hidden from him; Ins regeneiation 
Is promoted, or Ins iioiisu or home is built 
ill t.euveii. And tills is uf course more 
ueeply true with tliuse wliose dally con- 
scious lives are ruled by God's word, and 
who, at night in simple trust, commend 
tliemselves to the cut e of the l.ord by the 
use of siicli thongiits us arc read in Hie 
fourth I'sulm: ”1 will both lay me tlowii 
in peuue, and sleep; for thou only O iiurd, 
niakest me to dwell in safely.” 

I'hysiuiogy assures us tliat Hie oerebei- 
lum is the bruin lulliig the involuntuiy 
and vital pliysical fnncHons, and hence 
tiiul it never sleeps, it is tlie brain of the 
body, and also ul the mind connected witli 
Hie body — the seat uf tlie appetites and 
tlie nusstons. lleie physiology pauses ; but 
the New Church physiology and psjeholo- 
gy add that Hie uerebelluiu, in its more In- 
tel ior and hidden parts, doubtless deeper 
Hiuii the inicidscupu c.iii penetrate, is Hie 
realm of man's deeuest chosen affections, 
or loves, whether of tiie body or tlie soul. 
Hie secret ulleclioiis, ends, purposes, us dis- 
tinct from Hie conscious, Hiut uf the cere- 
biiiiii. If his chosen uffcctiuus incline to- 
wards the body or Hie earth, then .In his 
periods uf wuketulness. and consolousness, 
tie (terniits Hie cerebrum, or larger urain, 
lo be governed by Hiat part of the eerebei- 
luin in whlcii sclilsb and earthly uifeoHoiis 
reside. Instead ot bcc.Miitng the master over 
this surface lealin of tlie lower bram; and 
lu this case be iuvllea evil and selfish iu- 


fluenoenor people from the nether realmn 
of the unseen world, to be tils boon oorn- 
panions. But the New ('huroh philosophy 
also tells us that the most Interior parts of 
the oerebelluin are the resting places of the 
highest angellu influences, so that It comes 
to pH)<s that when the consciousness censes 
In sleep, when the oerebriirn rests, the 
angels oaii draw near, and dwell with and 
inspire and refresh that most vital element 
of our spiritual natures which limis its nhy- 
sical basis in the Interior parts of the uere- 
hellum. As tho inspired Kllhu says: 
"Wlieii deep sleep falleth upon iimn, iiien 
he opeiieth their ears, that ho may wiih- 
diHw man from his piiriiose, ami bide 
pride from min " Rut man la unconscious 
of It, liecaiiH- the cerebrum, the brain of 
consciousness. Isas eep. And so we gain 
a gdmpso of Hie .N-iw Church stateiiieiil 
lliat Hie cliief Use of sleep is the promoiimi 
of man's regeiieratioii. I'lie Lord gives lo j 
his beluved in sleep that wliich will lieln 
ill tlie building of Hie heavenly house and 
the lieuvenly city. 

This is all very w mdorful, an I shouM 
be very helnfiil to those who can accept 
the New Churcli revelallon. Rot it Is not 
all that we read in Hie w.iids of our text: 
“He givelh unto His h-lnvel in sleep.” 
Not only in the literal sleep of the night, 
but ill all those states ol bti-lily wakefnl- 
iiesH and all those happenings oy in <a us of 
which tlie selt-life ctn tie m i le to sleep 

Ile giveth to Ills beloved lliat which the 
world cannot give. In Hiat slei-p nr iliac 
tivity nr withdrawal of pride which re 
suits from Htifferliig, fiom affectinii.lrum 
the loss of that wliich the natural man 
holds dear ; in whatever brings the sense of 
helplessnes^ ; in whatever makes the vani- 
ty of eurthliiiess or the servitude of sinful- 
ness, or the need of a Divine Helper clear 
er. Ho helps to build the bouse or oity. 

And here, doubtless, is tho secret of the 
permission of much that on the surface is 
sinful ; Lir in heaven’s sight this surface 
sin, (if it be only suifacesin) if it be lid- 
lowed by. or can bo made to lead to repent- 
anueaml humility, is better, better far than 
Pharisaic purity iiid pride. Rut whether 
the sleep of pride or evil ami selllsh pur 
pose come in this way or by the fur better 
way of ooustaiit ubedienoe, it is the oppor- 
tunity of the Lord and His angels. Often 
thus, in the night-time of the lower nature. 
He opens an inner sight or inner hea'lDg, 
or sets the Divine .seal of reality to the holy 
instruotions and iiiiiooetit states of child 
hood which had been for the time forgot- 
ten. Scales fall from the eyes: the night 
time of worldliiiess becomes the day time 
of heavenliiiess. 

There are also holy seasons and places 
and SHcrameiitul iiilluenc^s which help ' to 
put our pride to sleep and withdraw us 
from our selfish purposes. Tho Sabbath is 
such a season, prescribed by the Divine 
wisdom, set apart from other days, so that 
the world in us may sleep aud holy tilings 
may be distinguished from secular things, 
and not dragged down to their level. The 
sanctuary is such a place, dedicated to .such 
uses, so tliut Hie soul may have the help of 
time and space to put the world in us to 
sleep, and enable us to obey the injunction : 
“I..et all the earth keep silence before 
Him," so that in that silence of the earthly 
part we may hear the still, smill voice of 
the Lord. 

So often wo hear It said In substance: 
"I enjoy an intelligent, tlioughtful sermon, 
but the service is little or nothing to me." 
A service may indeed be formal, an dead, but 
a genuine service means a listeidiig to the 
Master’s voice; hearing what the Lord God 
will speak ; looking up to Him as little 
children ; seeking that strength which al- 
ways comes insensibly, lifting one, be 
knows not how, out of depressed or an- 
xious or unhappy or unholy states ot 
thought or desire. Tills is of the greatest 
value. 

And so with our family worship. Its 
power is deeper because It brings an lullu- 
ence which distils insensibly, like the 
dew instead of sensibly, like the rain. 
God’s revelation of truth is like the rain; 
His revelation of loving power is like the 
dew. “My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
my speech shall distil as the dew.” 

And above all other prescribed forms.the 
Holy Siipper.rightly prepared for, sacredly 
observeil, brings nearer than a'l others the 
Divine Muster and His angels, because in 
this we are made to lee) most deeply the 
I'.eial of Ireeduiii from every sellish purpose 
of the liuiiiau heart, and from all pride uf 
the human understanding. The child is 
the greatest in the kingdom of heaven— the 
spiritual child, poor in spirit, wlio feels 
his own poveriy,i)akedness. blindness. Of 
such meeting with their Lord in the upper 
room of the soul, it is wriiieii: "'Thou shall 
lildeHiemin the secret of thy presence, 
from the i>ride of man: Thou shait keep 
them secretly in a p..\i.ion, from the strife 
of tongues.” 

But not only is it goo 1 at stated times to 
be alone with the .Master as Ile speaks to 
UH in the power of His written word with- 
out any of the possible pride of human in- 
terpretation, and to be with Him in those 
holy sacraments who8<« visible use is not 
very matiilest to the pride of man’s Intel- 
lect, but liiddeii away from liumaii prying 
and buiuaii pride, it is also good sometimes 
to be alone witli nature, with Hie stars and 
the forest, and the birds and the insects, 
alone wiHi ourselves. For tlieii Hie Divine 
spirit ill nature cun soothe, refresli. and re- 
veal our need of higher helps and Hie invis- 
ible llelper. 

" When th'uights of the last bitter hour 
come like a bliglit, go fortli under the 
open sky, and list to nature's teachings.” 

On the mount uf transiiguratioii ilie three 
discinlos were heavy witli .sleep. But wlieii 
awake, they saw the glory of their Loni, 
the briglit reality of tlie imiiiortul world, 
and Hie living peisonulity of tliose who 
hud been called dead. And so Hiroiigli the 
I sleep wliich the l.ord gives to Ills beloved 
I shall we awake to l)eiiold His glory, to be 
satislied witli His likeness, to be lilted for 
angelic coiii{tuiiioiisIiip, to tiiid those that 
seemed lost, and to be at reit in tlie maii- 
hioiis wliicli tlie Divine .Master and Lover 
, of men lias pri'pured for us while wo liava 
I slept. 

, I coimiieiid Hieii, tills tlioiight of our text 
to ymi at this tiling It contains the key- 
note of tlie messiige of him who wis ^l 
long your pastor ami friend, ami 1 tinst it 
may lie the keynote id wluitever mM.s.>,ago 
tlie L'Jid may give to me for you. 1 pray 
itml trii-t that >oii all may pray fur me 
that 1 may never be fal.se to tlie w<ird^:

I’residpnt McKinley doesn't partirmlarly 
favor the Idea of having Congress lay down 
conditiorH for thea«*ceptnn(« of the Consti- 
tutional ooiiveiition of (’ii 'a. in advance 
of theacii m of that convention, w hich is 
now considering a Mipiilcmenlary deolar- 
Htion, setting forth the relations Hint shall 
exist between Cutia ami the United Stales, 
although he is not opposing the nttempt that 
In no w iteiiig made In that direct! m w Id 
Hie hope «d eNcipliigaii extr.i session of 
Congress. 1 he preNifleiil's oresent plan is 
to take no aciion outlie Ciiiiati ivinslltn- 
tioii, wliich (iereial Woml has been in- 
structed not to oillcially forwaid lo Wash- 
ington, until the convention has acted upon 
Hie siipplemeiilary declaration Is now con 
sideling.

Ill the .Senate, the House bill, apurnpri- 
ating ?5,()00,n00 lor Hie St. L*mls exposi- 
tion, before being pus.sed was uiiieiided to 
provide for ciusiiig Hie exposition on .Sun- 
day, and to appr**prlate S‘i50.(K)0 for a 
government exhibit at the Charleston, 
South Carolina exposition. 

Senator Morgau stirred up some bad 
blood iu his efforts to get the Nicaragua 
t'aiiul bill before Hie Senate, by cliarging 
the reiuiblicuns wall tiucklliigto Great 
Britain, because they bad decided that it 
would not be c lurteous to act upon the 
bill while the Hay-l’uuiicefote treaty was 
unacted upon by (Great Britain. &enator 
Spooner remiiiued him tliat it was the 
Senate Hint niude Hie delay by atiiendiiig 
the llay-l’auiicetote treat.) , and Hiat the 
.Senate couid not pus.s the Canal bill w tide 
its own umemlments were being coii.sidere*! 
by Great Britain, without a breach uf inter- 
nuHonul courtesy and decency. 

President McKinley has l.ssued a pro- 
olamatioii calling Hie Senate in extra ses- 
sion, Marcli 4, at 12 o'clock i.ooii. 'This is 
always done in iiiuuguruHou years, Hie 
Senate being called together to act upon 
executive tiomttiuHons. and has nothing to 
do witli the cuiitemplated extra session of 
Congress. 

It cannot be denied that there are a great 
many wide-awake lulbce seekers in Hiis 
ctiunlry. Withiu twenty-four hours of the 
publication of the death uf .Mr. Ruuusevilie 
Wildiiian. who was United States Consul 
at Hung-Kong, aud his family through the 
sinking of the steamship Rio de Juueiru, 
outside the Gidden Gate, no less than seven 
applications fur bis place had been tiled at 
the department of state. 

Everything is in good shape foe the in- 
auguration of President McKinley and 
Vice President Roosevelt, next Monday. 
Places have been a<)signed iu Hie parade to 
organizations, military and civic, number- 
ing nearly forty tbouMand men. 'Thanks lo 
the public spirit of Secretary Long, the 
navy will be more largely represented than 
in any previous iuuuguial pHru<le. The 
crews uf seven vessels of tho navy will 
march in the parade. 

Opinion differs as to whether the Dleo 
murgariiie bill will reach a vote in tlie 
Senate. It is generally admitted that if 
voted upon it will be passed.

'Tlie Revenue Reduction bill will not fail.

“But I 
know what yon want, sls.'iy, and I’ve 
got 'em.” 

The learned grocer brought forth a 
box of the little, sticky, sugary, gritty 
ennants used in fruit cake, plum pud- 
dings. mince pies, buns and the like. 

•‘Why. them’s ’em!” exelalmed the 
little girl. 

“Yes; tliem’s ’em,” assented the gro- 
cer, "and If the Grecian maiden who 
trod this particular lot of ’em Into ship- 
shape had used a little water or even a 
feather duster on her feet before she 
began there wouldn’t be so much grit 
In ’em as there Is. She must have bi'cn 
having a regular hoedown on the clas- 
sic sands before she began to dance on 
this box of fruit. There, sissy; tell 
j’our mother she must bathe ’em In sev- 
eral waters before she uses ’em, or she 
might just ns well put a lot of sandpa- 
per In her fruit cake. And tell her that 
they ain’t dried currants either.” 

“What’s the reason they ain’t dried 
currants?” demanded a dlsputative 
customer when the girl had gone. 

“They ain’t dried currants any more 
than they are dried pumpkins,” replied 
the grocer. "The rea.son they ain’t 
dried currants Is that they weren’t cur- 
mnts before they w’ere dried. Good 
reason enough, ain’t It?”

DR. THAYER. 

Death of Much Esteemed 
Physician. 

Rich and Poor Alike Gather 
At His Funeral. 


Fre<l Lyman Thayer .M. D. one of the old- 
e.n and best known practitioners of this 
city, died early la.st .Monday morning at his 
re.sidence on Waltham street, West .Newton 
after a protracted illness. Death was due 
to bright’s disease. 

The doctor was taken sick about the mid- 
dle of January, I'Xjo, and from the first 
made a gallant fight. The best medical aid 
was called to his as.dstance, and several 
times during his long illness hopes were 
entertained of his recovery. 

During the pa.nt few weeks, however, it 
was plainly seen by his friends that he 
could live but a short while longer, and bis 
death was expected at any moment. His 
death has causes! a feeling of widespread 
.sadness through the Newtons, where Dr. 
Thayer had labored for nearly 30 years. 

The deceased was 33 years old. and wa.s 
born at Shirley, Mass., of one of the oldest 
families of that place. He was Vacated 
in the schools of bis native village, and 
when a young man he decided upon a pro- 
fessioual life and entered the ilarvard med- 
ical school. He graduatwl in LSTl with 
honors, and for a time was stationed in the 
Marine Hospital at Chelsea. Later he be- 
gan to practise in Allston, and from there 
went to West Newton, w here he was asso- 
ciated with the late Dr. Whitney for sever- 
al years. Since bis establishment in We.st 
Newton, Dr. Thayer had enjoyed a wide 
aud successful practice in all of tbe New- 
tons. He was a friend of the poor as well 
as the rich, and there are many of the for-, 
luer about the city who will hold the doc- 
tor in warm remembrance. 

Dr. Thayer has been prominently connec- 
ted with the Newton Huspitdl since the 
founding of that institution, both as a mem- 
ber of the medical staff, chairman of tbe 
executive committee, and a-s a member of 
its governing board. He wjis a member of 
the West Newton Unitarian church, and 
had always taken an active interest in its 
affairs. For a number of years he had been 
a member of tbe civil service board of 
examiners in Newton. He leaves a widow. 

The parlors of the Tbaj’er residence 
were not large enough by half to contain 
the immem^e throng that gathered at tbe 
funeral services held Wednesday after- 
noon. In the large assembly there was no 
distinction of class or creed for scores of 
men and women, composiug a representa- 
tive Newton gatheriDg,werH present to pay 
the final tribute of love and respect. The 
occasion was oue of marked impressive- 
ness. 

There were present those who had 
known Dr. Thayer as a kind and wise 
physician, those who bad known him as a 
fellow practitioner, those who had known 
him as a friend, and those who realized, 
either in close ass<>uiation or by personal 
benefits, his charitable aud loving disposi- 
ti n. 

The Newton hospital was represented by 
officers and members of the directory while 
other organizations to which Dr. Thayer 
belonged also sent delegations. The coffin 
was almost completely buried with buud- 
sume floral tributes. 

Bev. Juliau C. Jaynes, pastor of the West 
Newton Unitarian church, read from the 
scriptures and Bev. TUoiiias W. Bishop, 
pastor of the Newton Uightands Methodist 
church, off»-red prayer. "Jesus Lover of 
My tjoul”, "Gatheriug Home" aud “O Tar- 
adise", were sung with much feeling by 
the Buggies street quarte>^ 

Foil wing the c ose of th«= services the r-- 
roaiiis lay iu state ana those who wished t3 
look upon their loyal friend for the ast 
time, passed by the bier. More than 20J 
from ail parts of the city accepted the sad 
privilege. 

The remains were later taken to the 
Newton cemetery. The pallbearers were 
Dr. Heury P. Perkius of West Newton. Dr, 
Francis George Curtis of West Newtou, 
Dr. Bobert P Loriug of Newton Ceutr<*, 
Dr. William O. Hunt of Newtonville, Dr.

Iv visited eacli locality, carefully considered 
tlieir respective needs an 1 li iw tiiey can be 
best served. After mature dellbeiution 
your comiiiiltee believe tha' the liuuiiciul 
icsources of the city will allow expend!

Your cnmmitti'e recommend that no more 
buildings of wood for sclmol purpo.ses be 
erected in the city. 

L’lid. Tlie needs of Anbnrmlale have 
received candid consitleration and your 
committee trust that the conclusion renohed 
will commeml itself to tlie majority «d llie 
cilixeiis of tliat dl.strici. If tlie growtii t»n 
tlie nortli side of .Vubnrmlale continues as 
in the imst, a new and large sclioni house 
will be required within a few years on the 
Ash street lot recently purchased by the 
city. 

The school board have requested that the 
boanl of aldermen proviOe a foui-rooin 
addition and a hall to die Williams school. 
§oiiie of tlie citizens of Aubnrndale have 
directly requested die board of aldermen to 
provide a new twelve-room building on die 
.Vsb street lot. On examination of the 
facts in this village, we find th.it the Wil- 
liams buililing is modern, w’ell placed, with 
heating, ventilating and .sanitary appliances 
in good condition; it contains eight class 
rooms, not crowded except in die kinder- 
garten grades, but having double grades in 
two rooms. The Ash street bullding,while 
old, is in first class reiiair. There is no hall 
lor exhibition purposes in either building. 

It Is evident to your committee that tbe 
present and near future needs of this vil- 
lago will be well served by an addition to 
the Wllliains school of four rooms and an 
assembly tiall, which will relieve the over- 
crowded condition of the Ash street build- 
ing. The committee recommend that this 
addition be built at once, at a cost not ex- 
ceeding §:k),iKN), and that a small strip of 
land adjoining through to Grove street be 
purctiused if it can beoDtuined at a reason- 
able price. The situation of tlm Williams 
school on high, dry land is ideal, and as 
the present building is in good repair, the 
addiiioiiul land and the building compleied 
to its propo.setl capacity of twelve rooms 
and an assembly hail, will rank this school 
as one of the best in the city, and aieet all 
reasonable requirements at moderate cost. 

5rd. The oommitlee find at Newton Cen- 
tre the most overcrowded and unhealthy 
condition of any part of the city, demand- 
ing immediate attention and calling for ac- 
commodations on a larger scale than we 
have hud to consider since the High school 
was erected. Both the Mason and Bice 
schools (near together) are crowded beyond 
their noriiiiil seating capacity in nearly 
every room ; the Mason school having an 
average of 47 1 2 children per room, while 
their original seating capacity as construct- 
ed was uu average of bU. Four rooms lii 
the Musoii building arealsoused for double 
erades, and tbe ball for a recitation room. 
Under tbe most favorable conditions such 
overcrowding is unhealthy and prevents 
good work by teachers ami scholars. When 
this condition exists without proper venti- 
lating appliances, and practically all the 
fresh air is obtaiued by opening outside 
windows, with the sanitary arrangements 
ooudeinmd by the best .sanitary experts, 
the situation becomes critical and demands 
immediate atteutlon. 

The present membersli'p of the Mason 
school woiihl completely fill a new twelve- 
room building. in preparing to meet tbe 
requirement.^ at this point, tlie coiiiniitlee 
believe that anew sixteen-room builiiing 
should be erected upon tlie present site of 
tbe .Musuii school; not only deeming it 
necessary and expedient, but most econom- 
ical for tlie city, as to cost and maintenance. 
Tlie uoiiiiiiiltee recugiiize.s tliat socli a build- 
ing establishes u new standard of size and 
cost for our .school house.s compared with 
those consitlered necessary up to tlii.s time, 
but iliM great increase in our population 
seems to iii licate tis a ineasiire of oest 
ecouoiny that u sixteeii-rooiu nrick building 
in uiir large ciMiti es is the most ilesirable, 
ill view of tlie luiure us well us tlie present 
needs of our cliildreii. The coininitleo 
ttierefore recoiniiieml lliiit a sixteen-rooni 
brick biiililing be erected upon the present 
site of tlie Mason sciiool, iit uii ex- 
pense not exceeding S1-'-5 .oim», and that an 
uinount not exceeding .§.s,oi )0 ue appropriat- 
ed for udilitionut c ist of moving and fitting 
up the present .Mason building on an ad- 
joining lot, w here it may be occuiiied while 
tlie new building is being con.striictud. I'lie 
committee urges llial this work be coiii- 
nieiiced this present .summer and completed 
by .•Septemlier 1st, l'.K)2. 1'lie citj’s pre.seiit 
borrowing capacity is §2.50.000, and will bo 
soiiiewliut larger next year; the committee 
therefore recoimnend tliat the full Issue of 
bonds to tlie aiiiouiit of Si:s;i,iHN) be autlior- 
ized for the present year for this new 
building, ill order tliat the necessary con- 
tracts may be signed and the work go on 
witliont delay, tliough the committee sug- 
gests tliat no actual expenditure be made 
above §A5, 000 the present year, making an 
equituole division of so tool liou-iH appro- 
priation with l'.M)2 us suggested in tbe begin- 
ing of this report. 

4!li. The committee are Impressed with 
the urgent need of better sanitary condi- 
tions at the Wade fohool. Tlie present uo- 
comimidutions ill this respect are not siicli 
us should be allowed longer than is abso- 
lutely neoes.sary: no periimiieiit improve- 
ment can be suggested until tlie sewer is 
extended to tliat part of the Upi>er Fulls, 
and w H lecoinineiid to the board of alder- 
men such extension at the earliest possible 
date. The present school buildings are 
among the ohle.st in the city, and bolli to 
some extent are overcrowded. At present 
the liall is ii-ed us a class and recitation 
room, with all the inconveniences tins fact 
suggests. In the near fntuie lliese build- 
ings must be replaced by niie large mndern 
building, w liii.di will fully meet tlie reipiire- 
nieiits of this growing district. Varlniis 
existing conditions render it impossible to 
deteriniin- the ucliial future requirements 
nf this district, but the condllloiiH are such 
with its proliable growth tliat tlie commit- 
tee l»elieve I Ills schiol sliou'd receive the 
first attention after the more specific reooni- 
inei.daiioiis ill this report hate been con- 
suniin lied. 

•5tli. 'I'lie oversrowded condition in tlie 
Hyde school indicates tlie need of uddidi.in- 
al incoiniinidullons in the very near fnlure. 
'riii.s eight room school building contains 
ten ditfereiit classes; two rooms in tiie 
third story intended for recitation purposes 
are ii.s'ifl as class rooms, and tlie hull Is 
Used as a recitation room. .Several rooms 
are more than full. .N’otwitlistandiiig these 
facts the building being iiiodern.wiili prop- 
er ventilation and sutiitury cnndltions the 
needs here are not of tlie iiio.tt urgent kind 
The requireinoiits of this dlstri<-t sliould be 
met at tlie same lime the huildiiig project 
at the Wade scliool is curried out. 

(ilh. 'I’lie (.’hestmit Hill district will very 
soon reijuire a small school building for the 
kindergarten, primary and lower grunimur 
grades, and the cniniiiiltee recomiiieiid that 
a lot approved by the school coiiimittee bn 
purchased, in order that the iieces.sury 
building may be erected tliereoii w lliiout 
delay when conditions warrant it. 'i'lie 
coiiiinillee, lii'.wever, believe tliat the iiii- 
inediute needs of tliis district will be 
Served by providing Irmisportalion to .New- 
ton Centre for the present siiiull number of 
poiiils, and recotniiiHiid tliat a sin all uppro- 
pi iatioii be made ttiei efor.

Death of Daniel Warren. 

Mr. Daniel Warren, well known and 
highly respected as a .Vewton Lower Falls 
resident, died last Sunday evening at his 
residence on Walnut street on the Welles 
ley side of the river. .Mr. Warren had been 
ill about three weeks and the immediate 
cause of his death was heart failure. 

A native of Cork county, Ireland, Mr. 
Warren received his early education in the 
county schools. At the age of I."! lie secured 
employment as a carpenter and followed 
this trade snocessfnlly. In 1H.V2 he decided 
to come to America and witli the money he 
had earned secured passage on a New 
York bound steamsliip. 

Upon reaching New York, Mr. Warren 
had but $1.1 ‘2 ill his pocket. He wont from 
that city to Hartford, Conn., and there en- 
tered the employ of hridge-huilding and 
contracting linn. Tliere he worked until 
IH.'H), wlien lie .came to tliat part of Need- 
liam whieli is now known as Wellesley. 
Fur thirteen years he was employed as a 
machinist, and tlien engaged in tlie coal 
and later in tiie real estate business. 

Though virtually u resident of Wellesley, 
Mr. Warren was always looked uj»on us 
one of the stancliest of Newton Imwer 
Falls citizens. He owned a large amount 
of real estate on both sides of the river. 

Mr. Warren was a member of the town 
committee wiien Wellesley was set off 
from Needham. He served ns a member 
of the hoard of assessors of Wellesley and 
was a member of the Wellesley improve- 
ment society. 

As a member of St. .lohn’s Roman 
Catholic church, Mr. Warren was one of 
its iirmest supporters. It was lie who 
purchased the site and superintended the 
uunstruotion of the eliurcii building. 

Mr. Warren was always prominent in 
the local affairs of the democratio party. 
His genial nature and kindness made him 
exceedingly popular and higiily esteemed. 

He is survived hy a wife, two sons and 
two daugliters. 

Solemn higli mass of requiem was cele- 
brated at 10 Tuesday morning ut St. .lohn’s 
church. Rev. Fr. Cullauun was celebrant. 
Rev. Fr. Dunahy deacon. Rev. Fr. McLeod 
sub deacon and Rev. Fr.

NEW SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The report of the oomraiitoe of confer, 
enoe regarding the policy to be pursued in 
this city in the erection of new school 
buildings, is clear and comprehensive, and 
outlines a course w’hich will soon give the 
city comfortable and convenient school ac- 
commodations. The idea of the committee 
to limit the expenditure to $100,000 for each 
of the years 1001-02 is entirely sentimental 
and no practical advantage can be achieved 
by such a course, the money being raised 
by the issue of bunds and not by direct 
taxation. 

We are in hearty .sympathy with the pro- 
posed relief for the Thompsonvilie district, 
which has been unjustly neglected for 
many years. We fall, however, to endorse 
the proposition to invest about $13,000 for a 
proposed school house site at Chestnut 
Hill, which must, necessarily, remain un- 
occupied for several years, at an expense to 
the city for interest and sinking fund, to 
say nothing of the loss of taxes during that 
time. The sentiment of that district is also 
opposed to the proposed location and no 
great public need will be served by its im- 
mediate purchase. 

On the Auburndale matter attention is 
called to the fact that the school board bus 
never recomiueuded the erection of a new 
building, that matter having been agitated 
by the citizens of the village. While we 
must admit that previous city governments 
have given the citizens uf Auburndale, cun 
sideruble encouragement in the hope of a 
new building, the facts in the case do not 
seem to warrant the city in needlessly ex 
pending a large amount of money to gratify 
a sentiment, which has thus fur failed to 
secure the speclflc approval of the school 
committee. We sympathize with Auburn 
dale in its disuppointment but must ap- 
prove of the recommendatiou of the com- 
mittee, ns providing the requisite accom- 
modations at a minimum of expense. 

At Newton Centre, we will content our- 
selves at present, with the statement that 
the facts seem to jusUfy the recommenda- 
tion of the committee. 

The tiuanciul condition of the city in 
considering the advisability ol entering up- 
on such a course as the committee has out- 
lined is w’ortby of comment. At the present 
time we have a margin of about $2.'>0,000 
within our debt limit, and this amount will 
be considerably larger in l‘J02. 

We believe in maintaining a margin of at 
it-ast $100,000 on the debt limit, us the de- 
STUction uf any of our public buildings by 
fire, would otherwise, under the present 
policy of non-insurance, cause great incon- 
venience and possible assistance from the 
legislature. 

The recommendations of the commltte, 
appear, therefore, to have been carefully 
considered, not only from the linancial, but 
from educational and hygenic standpoints, 
and arc well worth the thoughtful cousider- 
alion of every taxpayer.

The retirement of Mr. Miner from the 
o liciai life of our city is worthy of more 
liian passing notice. Entering the assess- 
ing department in 1887 as an assistant from 
Ward 4, he early showed such aptitude for 
the work that on the death of the venerable 
Isa'ic Haiar, he was chosen as a priucipul 
assessor. 

To him, m(»ro than to any (Hher individu- 
a', is due the ure^lit In tlie i»resent prou i 
position held by th.i city in methods of 
taxation. 

The assessl.’ig dep ..tment, when he en- 
tered it, was Using crude and antiquated 
methods, and its work was without system, 
it has now readied the lieight of systematic 
inetliod, and is looked upon as a model by 
other municipalities. 

This result was nut secured in a day, but 
cime from Itaid and fuitlifui work in mut- 
ters of detail, and by constant study of the 
laws of tuxuliun. Mr. Miner's knowledge 
of niuUers of taxation lias caused him to 
be frequently consulted by the committees 
oil lux itioii uf receul legislatures, and he is 
admitted by persons well quulitied to 
j idge, to be one of the best assessors in 
the state. 

Unfortunately -Mr. Miner does not pos* 
sess the diplomacy and tact necessary for 
continued successful adiuiuistraliuu of a 
luuuicipal ufhee coming in direct contact 
with the people, and his blunt and brusque 
luauuers, have, without iuteutluu on bis 
part, caused needless antagonisms. This 
bis also been a prime factor in bis failure 
to have the former salary of bis pusitiuu 
restored by the board of aldermeu, aud 
thereby indirectly causes blm to retire from 
uu oflice which he has lilled with bouor to 
himself, aud with credit to the city. 

We veuture to predict that as the years 
go by aud allow clear aud unprejudiced 
opinions uf bis work as a oily ollioial, due 
credit will be given fur the aubstauttal 


manner In which he has bnllded the fonn- j 
datinn upon which rests the vital forces of 
mnnlcipal llfe^ 

riHMAHY ELECTIONS. 

An interesting hearing was given last 
Wednesday morning by the committee on 
election laws on the various bills for prim- 
ary eloci Ions. The principal argument in 
favor of changes looking towards direct 
nominations by the people at caucuses, 
conducted In a similar manner as our pres- 
ent elections was made by Representative 
Robert I.noe of Somerville. The method 
w. IS also advocated by Hon.Elihn R. Hayes 
of Lynn and others. 

From (jnestlons asked by the committee it 
was evident that they oonsldereil the qnes- 
tion of great importance and its practical 
application required considerable attention 

A strong objection to the I .nee hill was 
its failure to dilTerenliate members of 
t’le several parties and the voting of 
members of one party at caucuses of 
another was a feature of the pre.sent 
system which the oommiltoe deplored. 
A very simple method to obviate this dim* 
calty would he a joint caucns.wlth separate 
ballots for each party, one of which should 
be called for by each voter as ho entered 
the voting booth, such call to be subject 
to challenge, if his right to that party ballot 
could be questioned. This is a practical 
method, and as there would be but i ne cau- 
cus and one ballot, it would be rather difll- 
cnlt fur double voting. 

Thu objection that the Luce bill, applied 
only to districts wholly within the bound- 
aries of a city, is one which has considera- 
ble weight ill this state, where many dis- 
tricts are made by a few wards of a oily In 
connection with outlying towns, and we 
would suggest that as an experiment the 
law be made to apply only to muniolpal 
elections for the present, and if successful 
in Its practical operation, its extension to 
representative and other districts could 
easily be made. 

Some method of direct nominations at 
state regulated caucuses is demanded In 
this commonwealth, and it is hoped that at 
least, some experimental law may be passed 
at this session. 


THE BOYLSTON STREET LOCATION 


The changes made in the order of loca- 
tion granted the Boston & Worcester Street 
Railway Company last Monday evening, 
are of but little interest to the general pub- 
lic, being in the nature of perfectory 
amendments and not in the slightest degree 
afTecting the general proposition. We are 
unable to state whether or not the com- 
pany is prepared to accept the conditions, 
which are unparalleled in this Common- 
wealth, and are informed that the company 
is seeking another route, through' Welles- 
ley, Weston and Waltham. We have no 
fears, however, that the manifest advan- 
tages of the Boylston street route will be 
long neglected, even if the present fran- 
chise is not accepted, and that the city can 
well alTord to insist upon obtaining the ut- 
most returns for this valuable location. 


Wk are glad to state that the Common- 
wealth Avenue Street Railway Company 
evidently deeming discretion !the better 
part of valor, bus unnoiinced its intention 
of complying with the law requiring the 
transportation of school children for half 
fares. We commend the company' for tak- 
ing this wi.se course, and thereby avoiding 
causiderable public displeasure. 


The Chelsea Gazette rises to remark that 
“East Boston gas may smell as bad at $1 25 
as it did at $1.10, but the fact remains that 
there are l.T scents less in each thousand 
feet.” 

Newton is still patiently waiting for the 
gas commission to wake up, and scent the 
feeling in this community. 


City Hall Notes. 


It is shown by the board of health’s re- 
port of tlie mortality stutistius during Feb- 
ruary that there were 37 deaths of which 
14 were male and ‘2^1 female. The principal 
cause of death was tuberculosis of which 
Gdied. The city 18 at present freer from 
contagious diseases thanit has been in some 
time, although on March 112 cases of scar- 
let fever and 11 diphtiieria cases were 
on band. 

Mayor Rickard is still oonQued to his 
house, and is slowly recovering from a 
s ;riuus operation. 

City Engineer Parnham, Street Commis- 
sioner Ross. Asst. City Engineer Morse aud 
ex-Clty Engineer \V(»ods were present at 
the meeting of the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, held at the Veudome last 
Tuesday evening. 

The laborers in the sewer division have 
been laid olf on account of the lack of 
work.

A correspondent writing to Hnmb

Hurlng the night she lowa'd fre- 
apiently for her enlf, nml tin' next 
morning when It did in>t appear she ex- 
hlbite<l unmistakable signs of grief. 
The orphan enlf wns no solace to In'r. 
She wns driven to the woods with her 
male, but came back nnd continued 
lowing until n(*on. She came Inside 
the Im h>sure. but would not eat grass. 

.Inst after dinner a great commotion 
was heard In the direction of where the 
calf was butchered, made by a number 
of cattle lowing, having scented the 
fn sh blood. The grief stricken mother 
cow ran to the closed gate and looked 
beseechingly toward me, as much ns to 
say, "rieasc open the gate,” which 
being done she started on a run to 
where tho other cattle were lowing. 

In n short time she came slowly 
walking back to the house nnd wns 
again permitted to come Inside tho In- 
closure, wln'U she deliberately took up 
a position nt the kitchen door, wistful- 
ly looking In mute despair nt each 
member of tho family ns they happen 
od to pass her. Tho tears flowed copl 
ously from her eyes, nnd there she 
stood the balance of the afternoon, 
weeping Incessantly, with the same ap- 
parent grief that a mother would for 
her dead child.

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They Don’t Llnirep In >Ililocenn 
Go to the nottom. 

■What becomes of the ships that sink 
at sea? Do they go all the way to the 
bottom or do they meet somewhere un- 
der tho surface a certain pressure that 
buoys them up ami holds them lu e»iul- 
librium? Somebody, we forget who It 
is, has given rein to his grewsome fan- 
cy and pictured all the ships that have 
been lost In mldoeean as jvandcrlug 
about like so many ghosts half way be- 
tween the surface and the bottom. 

There is no foundation whatever for 
such a notion, though many pi'isons 
have It. Any object that will sink be- 
neath the surface of the sea will go all 
the way to the bottom. Tho pressure 
cncounteiT'd on the way down, which is 
simply enormous lu tho tleeper parts, 
has nothing to do with tho obji'ct’s 
sinking, for It Is exerted on the object 
as well as on the water, thus eMualizing 
tho conditions. 

The reason why tho object sinks to tin* 
bottom Is that water Is not couipressl- 
bl(*; at least It Is so little so that Its di'U- 
sity at tho bottom of tho s<'a is only a tri- 
fle greater than it Is at the sjirfaco. Sci- 
entists tell us tiiat tho water .‘it tin* bot- 
tom Is just ab(»ut as mnclj di'user than 
the water at the surfaee as sea watiT 
is denser tlian fresli watc'f. 

This sliglit dlff*'rence In ih'iisity, 
tlierefore. does not .am! eannot stop tlie 
downwaitl course of a sinking ship or 
any object litat Is heavy enough to 
sink rapidly bcneatli the surf.-n-e. I’rcs- 
sure. as we have said, is not a factor 
In the case ai all.— t 'iucago liccord.

The arranffeinonts wore nnn.mially well 
carried out in every respect. Tho parade, 
both In military and civic features, was In- 
teresting from start to (Inlsh an I the street 
decorations were more tasteful and nrilstlo 
than ever before, especially thoss In the 
Court of Honor, as the two squares of Penn 
sylvania avenue from 1.1th to 17ih street, 
was called for tills occasion. The greiit 
onirt of tho Pension Ihilldlng, where the 
Inaugural ball was held tonight, could not 
po.sslbly have looked better. If it ho fair 
to judge from the success of his inaugura- 
tion, President .McKinley's second admitds 
tration will be even more successful than 
his first, if such a thing he possible. The 
President's Inaugural address will take 
rank among his best state papers. It wns 
open, straightforward and patriutio, like 
iiM Iti.s public utterances and acts. 

Vico Pre.sUIont Uoosevelt received the 
ovation of his life from the thousands who 
thronged historic Pennsylvania avenue, as 
he lotle to tlie Capitol to be sworn In. His 
first (illlcial duty, after taking tbe oath, 
which was administered by iSenutor Frye, 
president pro tern of the Senate, was to 
swear in thirteen new Senators. 

he Congressional legislative day of Sat- 
urday was extended through Sunday ami 
until nearly noon today, and with it died 
the Fifty-Sixth Congress, which, whatever 
it- luil.ngs II. ay have been, has a heavy 
balance to its credit on the right side of the 
public ledger. 

If it were possible for his comrades of the 
Civil war to feel an increased admiration 
for him. President McKinley's action In se- 
curing the Union Veterans lor his person- 
al escort from the White House to the Cap- 
itol, by personally requesting that assign- 
ment fur them from the Urand Marshal of 
the Inaumiiui parade. Every veteran in 
the parade, from Gen. Daniel Siukles, in 
cummund, down to the humblest private, 
looked the plea.sure and triumph he felt at 
being there, nnd that pleasure and triumph 
will be shared by their comrades all oyer 
the country.

Department of Justice for a few weeks. 
At the lust meeting ot the Cabinet, all the 
members tendered their resignations sous 
to open the way for their re-noiniimtiun. 

Senator Pritchard made it very plain be 
fore the adjournment of Congress, that he 
intends doing everything in his power to 
keep .Senator Simmons out of tlie seat to 
whieli he was elected by the deinocratie 
legi.*iliitnre of Norili Carolina, on the ground 
that.

Witli ins Usual tact ami good judgment, 
President McKinley ended the unseemly 
wrangle among the ex-Confederute veter- 
ans, by Informing the delegation of Tenues 
seans, Iieuded by Seiialurs Bate and Cur 
mack, whicli called at tlie Wliite House to 
invite liim to attend Hie reunion of Confed- 
erate Veterans at .Memphi.s, May ‘JSth-JUtli, 
next, liiut ariangements already made pre- 
vented his acceptance hut tliai he lioped to 
be able to visit lliat city at a later date. 

Just before the House pas.sed the Army 
A|)propiiation bill witli tlie Senate Cuban 
and I'liilippine aiiieinlnients, liepresenia- 
live Hill oi Iowa, made a inunly statemenl 
f)f his connection witli Die Pliili|)plne 
Lumber and Development Company. which 
lie said, caused liim to be made a target of 
ever since Mr. William J. Brjan had at 
lacked liim during the ciinpaign. He said 
"1 will say that 1 am tlie same man wliose 
name lias been used in uonnection with 
iliul Inin her company. I liave soinetliiiii. 
invested in it. It is a legilimute entcrpri.se. 
It has never asked ala.'orof tlie govern- 
ment. I will say tliat wlieii 1 eaiiiint in-

There is much of interest In Chief Tar- 
box’s report of his flepartment during lOOO, 
as itgives the average citizen a pretty 
comprehensive idt-a of how bnslnesa is 
done In police circle.s. 

Opening the book the reader learns jnst 
how many men are la the department, their 
names, their rank, their nativity, and 
whether or n it they are marrie 1. 

Of offences CYimmilted there were 82.'>, 7iW 
were men and .57 women prisoners. Thera 
were 48 y> drunkenness case.i. 01 as.sanlt and 
battery and 71 disturbances. July of last 
year was the busiest month for then there 
were W arrests. 

As for nationality 400 United States 
natives make the large.st, IIM from Ireland 
next, and 30 from Nova Scotia stand in 
third place. Nearly all other foreign coun- 
tries are represented. 

The list of ocenpations of those arrested 
is very extendeil but laborers have a safe 
lead with 182. 

Kegarding tramps the chief say. s the ap- 
plication for lodging bas*fallen off remark- 
ably from last years’s figures. He accounts 
for this by the fact that free soup is no 
longer furnished, and partly that there 
was innch mild weather in November and 
December. Altogether there were 1313 
lodgers or as the chief calls them “tramps” 
registered. 

The matron Mrs. Ella E. Mason says: 
“There has been a great falling off iu the 
number of cases as compareil with the 
year 1.8D9. E'here is a large increase in 
drunkenness, however, in proportion to the 
iiumoer of cases, as almost half the imniber 
during the year are cases of drunkenness. 

The chief further says the signal service 
is indispensable. He has listed the duty, 
telephone, wagon aud ambnlance calls, the 
fire runs and the number of persons con- 
veyed. He says the patrol wagou and am- 
butauce betweeu them have have covered 
l.TiVj miles.' 

Then there is the account of miscellane- 
ous doings which tells just what the de- 
partment doe.*, i. e. ; the finding of proper- 
ty, the shooting of dogs, the rep ' ' 

defective sidewalks, the 
terns, etc. 

There is also contained a list of cases re- 
ported to the me^lical examiner giving a 
very full account of each. 

In the financial statement, and this a 
very creilitable portion of the chief’s re- 
port, it is shown that out of an appropr - 
atiou of 871.H2.1 the sum of about 887,38:) 
wa.s expended leaving a balance of 83- 
642 81. 

What the chief .says about discipline any 
one familiar with the department is qnite 
satisfied is true. His good words abont 
the recently organized police benefit associ- 
ation are certainly borne out. 

He speaks of a book of rules and regula- 
tions recently gotten out for the benefit of 
the men and, as he says, it has proven in- 
valuable. 

The recent establishment of the office of 
In.spector of police has fonnd favor with 
the chief and he ccmpliments the present 
incumbent for bis faithful di.'obarge of bis 
duty. For all of his men the chief has a 
good word which speaks well for the har- 
mony in the department. 

There is further contained In the report 
a plea for a new patrol stable, and it would 
seem thkt certainly the question of a new 
building is worthy of imme<liate consider- 
ation of the city government. 

Following are extracts from two of the 
most important subjects treated by the 
chief in bis report which will uudonbteJly 
be read with interest.

LOC.AL OPTIOX. 

“A persisent and constant effort is made 
to enforce the no-’.ioeiise, local option law 
in this city. Every officer is directed to .-e- 
cure ^ach evidence as will warrant the 
issuing of precepts for suspected places on 
his rou'.e. 

*’l am informed by older officers, that 
Newton rever bad less of this cla.ss of 
misdemeanors than at the present time. 
While our drunk list would seem to contra- 
dict this statement, yet ’Dper cent, of this 
class of offenders are dumped into Newton 
from neighboring cities, aud 50 per cen\Jof 
that number have on their persons bottles 
of liquor with the name of the vendor 
blown or printed tuereon, and without ex- 
ception it comes (rum licensed pia .-es out- 
side of inc Gaideii City. 

“It has beeu my province to look into 
the liquor business of the retail druggists 
aud it their liquor books, as provided by 
law. IS any cruerionby which this depart- 
ment can judge of tue iegaliiv uud honesty 
of the busines.H, ti eii lihere is uotbing to 
cause a'ariii from this quai t> r. 

“I have caused coniplauit to be made 
against druggists before the Mate Board of 
Bharniauy, and usually the certificate of 
chaiacter aske<l for, as applied to a sixth 
class license, lias been refused, thus barring 
the applicatil from doing a liquor business 
within our bailiwick. 

•’ll is Hie policy af the department to 
coiupiaiii to the state board w hen violators 
of liquor or pharmacy laws are reported. 

I’KNSIOXS. 

“I would suggest again to Your Houorthe 
advisibillty of securiugtbe iiec-'ssary author- 
ity from Hie legislature, to provide (or the 
pa> iiieut of a suitable peiioion to such otfi- 
cera who have served the c.i> faithfully for 
a period of eighteen years, and who have 
arrived at Hie age of fifty years, and are 
physically or iiieiitaliy incapacitated from 
doing duty. 1 believe the oittzeiis must 
recognize the (.act. that under the civil ser- 
vice laws as they exist to day. the best 
years of a policeman’s life are spent iu pro- 
tecting I heir lives and property, and the 
su'arie.s paid the police iu this city are uot 
snlficieiit for ibein to lay a^ide enough to 
maintain them in their old age. 

“There is no leasoti whv Newton should 
not (olUiw our sister cities iu Hus beue- 
fioeiit direction. 

“It is not bniiiane and certainly not to the 
credit of uuy municipal curp<>rattoii, to 
push men aside w ho have perilled their 
lives both day and night in all kinds of 
weather and on all occasions (or eighteen 
and twenty yeats uu its police force, aud at 
the end of tlial time, without means aud 
to I old to g q a liv u; at any thing else, to 
be laid asoie us bacX numbers. 

“1 am now more impressed than ever 
with this propotiitiuo. 1 think itjast, hu- 
mane and equitable, and Hie ouly satisfac- 
tory way oi letiring the older men iu the 
depailn.eul.’’

Newton didn’t ro In for vulRar Hoods 
and unconventional disasters like many 
other New EiiRland cities, but reserved for 
itself a nioe exclusive number of washouts 
with several puddles of unu.sual size and 
an overtlowing brook or two.

The down 
pour succeeded in removitiR many of the 
haneers-on in the form of patches of ice 
and snow and it prepare<l the streets witii 
the aid of the good wind of Tuesday, for 
the coming of that season to which the 
poets and patent medicine meu are ever- 
lastingly indebted. 

Somewhere around 8 a. m., came the 
first drop which soon was followed by an 
overwhelming multitude of others until 
everything in sight itas dripping. It kept 
up until late in the afternoon with then a 
let-up and only an occasional spasm until 
evening. 

Scores of street washouts here and there 
were enough to keep the street department 
active. They were almost as busy taking 
reports from the telephone at the street 
commissioner’s office as were the laborers 
trying to make pedestrians feel it a 
pleasure to jump gutters and wade cross- 
ings. 

As for*'features”of the day (barring** rain 
daisies,” rain-soaked mackintoshes, wet 
feet and sopping unbrellas) there was the | 
unusual height which Cheesecake brook , 
attained in its course. It quite outdid it- 
self and one time threatened the colored | 
settlement at West Newton. In this latter , 

f ilace it is well that the torrent ceased when I 
tdid for there might have resulted much 
serious damage.

Bnt the picture which no artist could 
paint, or which no artist had the courage 
to paint, was at the corner of Walnut and 
Homer streets where the Hammond brook 
came up to aid the elements, making one 
of the largest pools that ever has been 
seen in that neighborhood.

WESTERN WOMEN VOTERS. 

Rppnrln Thnt Olv* tlift AclTorwtc* of Kqnal 

Klclitii llotli und A 

The report.*! in the Eastern papere of 
Ihc elections in the Western State* 
arc calculated to gi^ the advocate* 
of equal rights both pleasure and 
nmnsement-— pleaanre because of tho 
acknowledgment that the women cast 
a very largo vote In all the equal suf- 
frage States, and amusDuent to the 
contradictory motives attributed to 
them. 

Thus we are told that In Utah: 

“The only woman candidate ran be- 
hind her ticket and w’as defeated. The 
women were against her, apparently, 
for the roneon that she was a wroman. 
Her small vote is attributed almost 
entirely to the opposition of her own 

BOX.” 

On the other hand, wo are told: 

*‘Heretofore the w’omen voters ot 
Wyoming have paid little or no atten- 
tion to the elections, except In cer- 
tain districts where a woman was 
running against a man for office, 
when they turned out en masse and 
always defeated the male candidate.” 

It is a pity that the persons who in- 
vented these two stories did not havo 
a chance to put their heads together 
before publishing them; they could 
have made their accounts agree bet- 
ter. 

In Utah, according to this same re- 
port. "there is no way of distinguish- 
ing the ballots cast by the women 
from those of the men." Then how 
can it be known that the woman can- 
didate was defeated by the women? 
In previous years, whenever a woman 
in Utah has been defeated or has run 
behind her ticket, the Eastern papers 
have said that it was because all tho 
women refused to vote for her; but 
the Utah women have always indig- 
nantly denied this, and have said 
that it was because the name of tho 
woman candidate was "scratched" by 
the old fogies of both sexes. 

Again, it Is asserted that in Utahi 
the women voted much more under 
the influence of the Mormon Church 
than the men did; and In the same 
report we are assured that "the wo- 
men voted practically as did the men. 
Instances are comparatively few 
where the women in the family voted 
in opposition to father, husband, or 
brother. Most of the women appeared 
to gain their political views from this 
source.” Then few w’omen can havo 
voted the church ticket except when 
the men of the family did so. 

As for the statement that in Wy- 
oming the women have "always de- 
feated the male candidates,” Wyoming 
happens to be the only one of the 
four equal suffrage States where no 
woman has ever been elected to the 
Legislature, although full suffrage has 
prevailed there for thirty-one years. 

But the most monstrous assertion Is 
that until this year “the women of 
Wyoming have paid little or no atten- 
‘tion to the elections.” According to 
,'lhe official report of the Wyoming 
secretary of State, ninety per cent, 
of the women voted at tho presiden- 
tial election four years ago. Many 
years before that, Judge Kingman of 
the Supreme Court of Wyoming col- 
lected statistics showing that, as a 
rule, about nine-tenths of the w’omea 
voted. It w’ould be easy to fill col- 
umns with testimony from Chief Jus- 
tices and other dignitaries to tho 
large size of the women’s vote and its 
good results. But if all the Judges of 
the Supreme Court say one thing, and 
an anonymous letter says the con- 
trary, the opponents of equal rights 
will elect to believe the anonymous 
letter, every time.

Al'cf* Fletcher on Indian Women. 

Miss Alice C. Fletchdr. in a recent 
article on "The Indian Woman and her 
Problemg,” shows that provision must 
be made for the education of Indian 
women as 'well as of Indian men. She 
says: 

"In some of the old sacred legends 
of one of the Indian tribes, every 
change for the better in man’s condi- 
tion was said to be the result of what 
the language quaintly and graphically 
styles ’thinking with one’s self.’ Tho 
power to think is the great lever of 
the human race, and it must be relied 
upon to-day for the solv'ng of the 
Indian woman’s problems. She needs 
to have her mind trained the better to 
think. 

“It is no mere flight of fancy to 
compare human soe'ety to the human 
body. It is as impossible to bisect the 
body politic along the line of sex, as 
to cleave the human body In twain. 
The mutilated fragments would yield 
little Information as to the normal 
powers and functions of either part. 
Wo cannot pluck woman out of human 
society, for she is an Integral part, 
nor can we dogmatically declare cer- 
tain problems to be exclusively hers; 
the problems are hers, but they aro 
man's as well. Neither man nor wo- 
man has ever solved, or ever will 
solve, a social i^oblem alone. The 
solution, in the present a.s in tho 
past, must be worked out by both to- 
gether, and demands mutual re.^pect, 
mutual regard, mutual help, both ii> 
thought and in action."

Miss Gage, of Beaufort, S. C., nas 
lately been vbj^lng the Noith. She U 
a granddaughter of ’ Aunt Fanny” 
Gage, one of Ohio’s pioneer literary 
women and advocates of equal rights. 
Miss Gage says tlieie ha.'^ been a 
marked change in the feeling of South 
Carolina men toward woman suffrage 
in recent years, Ihr father was once 
taunted in court with being the bou of 
* a woman who wanted to vote," and 
the Judge had to call the unmannerly 
lawyer to order. Nowadays, however 
although most South Carolina meu do 
not yet want their women to vote, 
they liave a very general feeling tliat 
the women ought to have the power 
to vote if they choose. The ballot Is 
bometlilug like a life-preserver; you 
may not want to use it mure than once 
in a hundred tIme.N, yet the hundredth 
lime it may prove invaluable.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From Our Kegiilnr (’orrospondent.) 

Washington, March llth, IPOl. 

President McKinley and his entire Cabi- 
net are perfectly .satisfied with the Cuban 
situation and thoroughly confident, from 
trustworthy information they have received 
that after a Utile sputtering, the Cubans 
will accept the conditions laid down by 
Congress. There has been no foundation 
for any of the sensational stories sent from 
Washington, alleging that It was oontem- 
plated to increase onr Naval Force In 
Cuban waters and to send more troops to 
Cuba, to awe the Cubans Into acoepting 
the conditions. Neither action has been 
at any time contein plated, and no official 
in Washington bus any idea that any oir- 
aiimstances cun possibly arise that will 
make such action necessary. The situa- 
tion is being niisrepreseiited at tho Havana 
end of the line, as well as in Wa.shliigton. 
but these misrepresentations are not like- 
ly to prevent a satisfaotury ending of the 
matter, although they may possibly cause 
it to be deferred. 

Vice President Roosevelt made an excel- 
lent impression during the week he pre- 
sided over the special session of the Senate, 
which adjourned Saturday, after having 
noted upon the nominations for which the 
session was called. When it is considered 
that he had no previous parliamentary ex- 
perience, he did very well. Ho made sev- 
eral unimportant mistakes, owing to his 
lack of knowledge of Senate usage, but 
they were speedily corrected. Us was per- 
sonally popular with many of tho Senators 
before his inauguration as Vice President, 
and be has since become more so. 

President McKinley gave the committee 
of Cuban business men who came to 
Washington to ask for moditleation of the 
Cuban tariff about all they asked for when 
he issued an order abolishiug the Cuban 
export duty on tobacco of all kinds, after 
April 1. This cuts oil about a million dol- 
lars a year from the Cuban revenues, but it 
is tl.onght it will rt-sult in much more bene- 
fit than that to the Cuban planters. Secre- 
tary Root has decided that the present 
Cuuuu tariff, which was announced when 
put into effect tu expire June 15, liK)i, will 
0 nimue m effect until the proposed re- 
vision thereof becomes operative. 

Secretary Huy and tbe French Ambassa- 
dor have signed an agreement exteiidiug 
the time within which the reciprocity 
treaty with France, which the senate failed 
tuact upon, may be ratified, to September 
24, 11K)2. President McKinley regards this 
and other reciprocity treaties as absolutely 
necessary for the extension of foreign 
markets for American goods, and besides 
this extension has headed off u scheme of 
several European governments to combine 
for the purpose of waging a commercial 
war against the U. S., as it makes it cer- 
tain that France will nut Join in such a 
.'•cheme unless the recipruoliy treaty with 
her fads to he ratified within the time 
specified. 

Secretary Long has answered the Senate 
resulutiua askiug if there were disorimiua- 
tions in the mutter of uniforms and privi- 
leges agaiust officers of the Navy promoted 
from the ranks. The answer says: ‘'Coin- 
missioned officers in the Naval service 
promoted from the ranks are not de- 
barred from privileges enjoyed by other 
coiiimissiuued otlicers of the Navy, but 
they are not giveu the use of some iiiii- 
forius used by certain other commissioned 
officers. Just us the latter, in one grade or 
corps are not given the same uniform as 
others of them lu another grade or corps. 
The distinction does not arise from the 
question of whether the officer was pro- 
moted from the ranks or is a graduate of 
the Naval Academy.” Beuretary Long ad- 
ded that a uuitoriu regulation hook would 
be issued about Maj’ 1, which would per- 
mit officers promoted from the ranks to 
wear certain insignia and uniform not now 
worn by them, but which are permitted 
for other commissioned officers. 

President bcottof the Union Iron Works, 
of ban Fiuncisco, which built the battle- 
ship Oregon and is building the Ohio, 
which President McKinley is going to see 
launched, who is now in Washington, said 
of tbe President’s trip to the Pacific coast: 
" Weure going tu have a big time whei^the 
Ohio is launched. The people out our way 
are all anxious to see the President, and 
they will give him a great reception. We 
don't often have a President us a visitor on 
the Pacific coast, and we are going to make 
the most of our opportunity, if Mr. Mc- 
Kinley doesn’t have a plea^allt time, it will 
be because the people ot Oaliforuia have 
lorgoiteu the art of nntertuiuing, and w« 
would not like to think we bad.”

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Praclicnl Politics recently calle<l atten- 
tion to a serious obstacle in the path of 
placing the civil list of the nation on the 
h gh plane of merit and experience. 1 
says in part : 

“The law Is ina^lequate, and under the 
law as It stands today conditions may easily 
grow more lax. It has accomplished just 
two things with satisfaction to its friends, 
although even these two things can be cir- 
cumvented ; but on the whole they are 
fairly satisfactory. The competitive exam 
illation for positions is quite fairly conduc- 
ted. Moreover, the selections from the 
eligible list in making appointments is 
usually fair. i>o that one of the tliinus ac- 
complished by the act has been the means 
of granting to all, apuroximately equal 
chances of gaining positions in the govern- 
ment service, and the other has been the 
fair degree of certainty of retaining them. 

The ideal which the reformers had in 
mind was that if these two points were 
gained ail would be well. A man having 
secured a position through a competitive 
examination and being safe from removal 
during good behavior, it was reasoned, was 
quite independent of political influence, and 
the service would be beiielited by bis con- 
tinuous service, constantly oecoining more 
expert, buch has not proved to be the 
case, however. From the moment he enters 
the service promotions and .salary incre:^^es 
are dependent uuou the stre igth of iutlu- 
ential pohticiil friends. They uuy have 
had no voice in bis appointment, but from 
that time on they count for much. By 
making hnusilt useiul to la-m wlio are 
seeking elects veoflice-, ihu iii.iii working in 
a position oOtained under civil service 
rule wins their gratitude and .support.” 

The point is well taken, and well worth 
the serious coasideration of believers in 
the merit system. 

In our own city, police appoitilmen's are 
first made to the reserve force, and promo 
tlons to the regular force, at a higher 
salary, can then be made without further 
examination. It would be naturally sup 
posed that such promotions would be made 
in order of seniority, but as a matter of 
fact, such is not the case, and a new re 
serve ofticer may be selected to till a vacan- 
cy In the permanent force. Thi.s custom 
does not serve to .strengthen tlie civil scr 
vice cause, a.s political Inlluence and favor 
itisni are usually invoked in order to re- 
ceive the coveted promotion. 

The following remedy suggested by 
t'le Practical Politics upon the subject in 
general and in the matter of postmasters 
in particular is also worthy of repetition. 

“Unless a law is passed which will in 
elude within the clussitie 1 civil service of 
lire country those holding executive [losi- 
ions, and uutil those holding such positions 
are entirely free from politics, so that they 
cm conduct the otlioes over wiiioli they 
preside on puiely business prlnoiple.s, tiie 
object sought in what is known as civil 
service reform will continue to elude its 
pursuers. Tlie Englisli system has been 
held up as an example for this c tiintry to 
lollow, but we have never even approach- 
ed its perfection of detail. In England the 
men who have become postmasters are 
those who have been promoted from ihe 
ranks on account of merit and service. The 
system is us cuinulete and binding in the 
civil as tlie military branch, and post- 
masters are promoted from sniuller to 
larger cities m accordance with their 
ubility, us shown from tlie results in excel- 
] nee which they have attained and by 
c mipetitive exuminutions. 

“An ub.surd tiling it would seem to {loliti- 
ticiuns here if the po&tmasler general were 
to transfer to Boston the postmaster now 
serving in Provi<lenoH. I’liose wlio are 
active in politics would be perfectly dazed 
at such a prupusitiun. Vet until the civil 
service of this country is us free from poli- 
tics us such an action ou the part of the 
tioHtiimster general would indicate, what 
the civil service reformers uiiii at is uo- 
attainable.” 


THE RESERVE I'oMCE. 


A recent report of the 1‘ulice Commlltee 
recoiniuendiug an increase ut pty of the 
reserve police force, to SJ.'J.'tper diem, culls 
attention to the injustice heretofore dune 
to these members of the department in tiie 
matter of pay.

“This was the most remarkable raid 
of the war. It carried panic and con- 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but in 
I results it was of no benefit whatever 
to the Confederate cause. Morgan be- 
lieved that tliere would bo nn uprising 
In the Confederate Interi'st in Ken- 
tucky. There w.as not He believed 
that the peace Democrats in Ohio 
would give him at least secret support, 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats the latter joined 
the ranks of Morgan’s pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men 
who had taken no interest in tlie war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders who 
were ste.aling their horses and carry- 
ing the horrors of war to their very 
doors. 

“There was hard riding all the time 
for Morgan’s men. They left behind 
them a wreckage of broken down 
horses. They kept ahead of their Un- I 
Ion pursuers simply because they stole * 
horses right and left and remounted 
the men, but they were finally captur- 
ed, and that fall Ohio gave the wjir 
party the largest majority in the his- 
tory of the state up to tiiat time. In 
fact, the Morgan raid, by carrj'ing the 
war into the peaceful districts of In- 
diana and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of resentment, which influ- 
enced people for 20 years. 

“The comedy of the raid was fur- 
nished by the people of the districts 
wholly unused to war. wholly unpre- 
pared for it and with exaggerated 
ideas of the ferocity of Morgan’s men. 

For two w’ceks it was only necessary 
for some mischievous boy to shout, 

‘.Morgan is coming!’ lu any village in 
central or southern Ohio to create a 
panic. I know that many of the raidero 
after Morg.an got no rest night or day, 
slept lu the saddle, and not a few of 
them fell off their horses in sleep. Ai 
the cud of the raid they were as ex- 
hausted as Morgan’s men. but wMtb 
a more difficult task to perform they 
never received half the praise given 
to the raiders. 

“I remember,’’ contlnueil the major, 

“one case lu which a woman stabled 
her caiTiage horses in the parlor for 
two days to keep them out of Mor- 
gan's hands. I saw' Morgan’s men ride 
» by that house and saw* some of them 
stop to listen at the unusual sound of 
horses’ feet on a cari)t‘ted floor, but tlie 
parlor horses were not disturbed. Some 
of our neighbors dmve tlieir horses, 
cattle and sheep 30 miles into the In- 
terior and were away from home a 
week. Morgan’s men looted right and 
left, and some of them had bolts of 
calico strappwl to their saddles when 
they w ere captured. 

“Morgan, it must • be remembered, 
made his whole raid with artillery and 
a wagon train, but he was not in Ohio

Kinley has bud his own way more than any 
other President ; his revelation of unknown 
and geneially unsuspected traits in the 
i'resident’s character and facts in his his- 
tory, leading up to the outspoken conclu- 
sion that “it w as fortunate for the republic 
that Mr. McKinley was at its head in the 
closing years of the nineteenth century.” 
Mr, Mucfarlund’s paper will furnish ample 
food for rellection aud atforUs numerous 
texts for discussion. 

'I'he Ess Ess Publishing Company will 
soon puulish in book form “The Love Let- 
ters ol a Liar,” by Mrs. William Allen. 
They were first printed in 'i'he .Smart Set 
lust September, and owing to their charin- 
ing style and fascinating “humanness,” at 
once aiti acted much attention. The social 
prominence ol Mrs. Allen in New York 
and in the South, and the charge- vehem- 
ently denied b> the author— that they were 
letters written to her by one ol her ad- 
mirers. have n ade them a subject of con- 


versation In fashionable drawing-rooms. 
The New York World says: “All the 
world is talking about ‘The Love Letters 
of an Englishwoman,' but they do not oom- 

f iare with ’The Love Letters of a Liar’ in 
irilllancy, knowledge of men and the 
world, and their daring,” 

“.Sir Christopher,” Maud Wilder Good- 
win’s forthooming oolnnlal romance. Intro- 
duces several favorite characters that ap- 
peared in “The Head of a Hundred,” and 
also Romney Huntoon, a son of Hum- 
phrey Huntoon. The scene of the story Is 
laid in Virginia and Maryland in 1(544, and 
its climax deals with the attack on .St. 
Mary’s by Claiborne, Ingle, and their men. 
“Sir Christopher,” will bn published in 
April by Little, Brown * Company. 

Sidney MoCalls’s novel, “Truth Dexter,” 
which was announced sometime ago, will 
not be published until this month. It is an 
American society story, well sustained in 
power, with natural and often brilliant 
dialogue, and a figurative style which seems 
almost naturally to give rise to vivid pic- 
tures. There are a great variety of oou- 
trasted characters in the book. Orchid, 
the clever society woman, forms a striking 
foil to 'Pruth Dexter, the timid .Southern 
girl, who has married a Northern lawyer, 
and is forced awkwardly to meet the 
strangeness of city life, aud learn its re- 
finements. The interest in Truth charms 
the reader to the end, and the book closes 
in a pleasant, tender, human way. Little, 
Brown, & Co. are the publishers. 

“The Love letters of the King,” Richard 
i.e Gallienne’s new book, takes its name 
from a little story written by Wasteneys, 
the hero, to symbolize his life. The fol- 
lowing is one of the incidents: “To day 
the king had written a wonderful new love- 
letter, and us he languidly read it to his 
court— a court which in secret he de- 
spised— scribes were busy in the back- 
ground taking down each delicately chosen 
and carefully placed word that fell from 
his lips. When he had finished reading, 
the court broke out into the customary 
ecstasies of appreciation. The king lis- 
tened and smiled. All the time he was 
watching the lonely, somewhat bewildered 
face of a beautiful young girl. He sur- 
niised that she was a stranger at the court, 
come up from some simplecountry castle to 
visit friends in the great world. Presently, 
as*hl 8 flatterers spent themselves and dis- 
persed in groups about the garden, he took 
an opportunity to .speak to his silent little 
critic. All these people have been so kind, 
he said, laughing, but you have said noth- 
ing kind to me. The girl’s eyes filled with 
tears. She had never before spoken to a 
king, and she was very timid. But, drop- 
ping a quaint little country courtsey, she 
summoned up courage to say: It was very 
beautiful— your Majesty— but it was not 
a love-letter. Then, with the naive daring 
of the innocent, she slipped her hand into 
her bosom and drew out a warm little 
writing, which she offered to the king to 
read. The king read it gravely, and, as he 
read it, it was his eyes that filled with 
tears. When he had finished reading, he 
folded it reverently, and giving it back to 
her, said : No, mine was not a love letter. 
Tf^en taking off his hat and bending slight- 
ly, he kissed her hand, and turned away 
with a sigh.” 


Horse Show. 

The hor.se show to be held in Mechanics 
Building, Boston, during the week of April 
15 to 20 inclusive, will be of unusual Interest 
to horse breeders ail over New England. 
The executive committee in charge of the 
show has offered over $25,000 in money and 
plate for the fortunate winners in thediffer- 
ent clas.ses, and the premium list is so ar- 
ranged that it will appeal strongly to in- 
tending exhibitors. Heading the list of 
special classes is that to which stallions 
suitable for getting carriage horses are eli- 
gible. Any stallion registered In a recog- 
nized stud book can be entered in this clas-i 
and this means that the competition will be 
between the hackney and the trotting bred 
type of carriage horse. The stallions must 
be three years old or over, and two of their 
get must be shown. The points that must 
he oonsidered by the judges are conforma- 
tion.quality, notion, appearance in the ring 
and the merits of the get shown. In addi- 
tion to the blue ribbon the owner of the 
winning entry will receive $.500 The com- 
petitions for horses in harness will be 
nartlcularly attractive and the jumping and 
hunter events always add life and snap to 
the performances on the tan bark. In the 
saddle classes a large number of society 
ladies will ride their own horses and this 
year’s exhibition promises to be munded 
off in a manner that will reflect great credit 
on the show. There will be three per- 
formances daily at to a m., 2 and 8 p. m. 

As a society lunotion the horse show is a 
genuine treat as the occupants of the boxes 
areas much of an attraction as the equine 
beauties in the ring. 


State House Letter. 


(.Speoiul to the (irapliic.) 

Boston, March 13. 

This is one of the days when the mem- 
bers of the general court take account of 
stuck, so to speak. It is the final day under 
the rules for receiving committee reports. 
The rule will be suspended of course, 
though a great many committees will get in 
ail their reports, 'the judiciary ooiniuit- 
tees, with which Mr. Dana is o^junected 
have shown great ability in handling 
measures this year.and will beat the record 
of one year ago so far as matters referred 
to them early are concerned by a month. 
There are always a number of bills ad- 
mitted late in the session which go to the 
judiciary committee, so that its work is 
not done although so much of it has been 
completed. 

The metropolitan water board has found 
it necessary to take strenuous action to 
ward off a famine next summer. It chose 
a very rainy day to send out a note of alarm 
as to the condition of the water supply. 
Chairman Sprague informs me that there is 
no immediate cause fur alarm, but that he 
feels It essential that Boston and the metro- 
politan district shall not get into the scrape 
in which New York tinds herself from the 
waste of water. The statement of tlie 
board is that tlie storage reservoirs were 
drawn down to a low point by the severe 
drought of last summer and autumn, and 
that tlie heavy rains of November wore 
succeeded by a winter drought, which ex 
tended far into the period when, according 
to all precedent, reservoirs should be filling 
ran idly. 

riie flow of the Sudbury River during 
January and February has been only 1 4 of 
the average flow, and but little more than 
12 of the lowest flow for the last '2(5 years, 
and therefore the board urges consumers to 
repair leaky fixtures, to be prudent in 
the use of water and not to permit it to 
run to an unnecessary extent to prevent 
pipes from freezing. I'he boaitl says that 
the consumption in November wasiki.uou,- 
(MH) gallons per day, equal to 109 gallons per 
inhabitant, while in the cold month of 
February the uunBunijptlon was 1 14,(HH),U(k> 
gallons per day, eciuaf to 131gallons pur iii- 
habitant. It says that this 24.(XH),(KMi gallons 
dillerence represents the water wasted to 
prevent freezing. 

Mr. Bullard and his fellow inemhers of 
the conimlttee on railroads will go to 
Haverhill, perhaps today, to view the 7 (M) 
loot bri<lge which spans the Meriiinau 
River between Bradford and Haverhill. 
The questlou at Issue is whether Haverhill 
shall be permitted to lake this bridge, 
w hich belongs to the Boston A .Maine rail- 
road and uonveit it into a highway bridge, 


compelling the Boston A Maine people to 
build an elevated bridge near by as a part 
of the work of grade crossing separation in 
Haverhill. Mr. William II. Coolldge, coun- 
sel for the road, aiipeared before the rail- 
road committee a few days ago, and stated 
with his usual frankness that his road 
would not willingly agree to any such an 
arrangement. Col. Charles F. Woodward, 
who is building street railway systems in 
Eastern Massachusetts, now thinks of run- 
ning a line from Haverhill to Andover, 
connecting with his Reading anri Lawrence 
road, thus making a direct line to Boston 
by which he claims it will be possible for 
passengers to reach Reading iniioli more 
quickly than they could go by sluirn oars. 
Mr. Coolidge says tliat he does not care to 
furnish a boulevard over which Col. Wood- 
ward can run his new line across the Merrl- 
mac. The chances are that the final result 
of the agitation will be to simply raise the 
present bridge, which will ouutlnua in use 
by the railroad company. 

Mr. Dana a few davs ago reported a bill 
as the petition of .lames R. Dunbar to 
amend the law relative to the compensation 
of commissioners appointed by the sunerior 
or supreme courts. One effect of this law 
is to strike out the pre.sent provision that 
the compensation of such commissioners 
shall not exceed .$15 per day. 

The committee on public health has been 
out to Natick and Wayland looking over 
tlie condition ot the Cochituate water basin 
and has reported a bill to provide that the 
water board shall, within two years, clean 
and excavate Long meadow in Natick, and 
.Snake Brook meadow in Wayland to the 
level of tliree feet above the bottom of the 
acqueduct, and also clean and excavate the 
banks of the meadows so that mud deposits 
shall not be exposed thereon at low stages 
of the water. 

The drainage committee favorably re- 
ported and the general court has passed 
along the bill to enable Newton to con- 
struct a common sewer from Newton Up- 
per Falls across the Cliarles River through 
that section of Needham used as a part of 
the metropolitan park sy.stem and across 
the river again to Newton. 

The legislature will soon adopt the re- 
appointment of a state tax by which Mid- 
dlesex County, with 1.5(5,081 polls and $.5(5(5,- 
.'145.1.53 property, will be asked to pay 
$178.24 on each $1000 of the state tax. 
Newton's portion of each $1000 will be 
$19.84. Cambridge will be asked to pay 
$3188; Lowell, $25 04, and iiumervllle, 
$17.50. The smallest proportion is that of 
Boxborongh, 8 cents on each $1(XX). 

It is still an open onestion as to what will 
become of William 11. Baker’s effort to se- 
cure the repeal of the Boston Police Com- 
mission Act. 'riiere is no probability that 
the law will be repealed, of course, but 
where the matter will end is a much more 
diflicult question to answer. The general 
feeling seems to be that the Boston Police 
Board us at present constituted is not a 
very strong body, while all must agree that 
ability of the highest order, and especially 
backbone, is needed in this commission. 

The bill to consolidate the metropolitan 
water and sewer boards has been in the 
doldrums in the .Senate for some days, ow- 
ing to the discussion us to the question of 3 
year or 5 year terms for the members. The 
bill as reported provided that the three new 
members shouhl be appointed, one fur 
three years, one for four years, and one for 
five years. It is pointed out that this is the 
first real deadlock that has occurred be- 
tween the executive and legislative depart- 
ments since Governor Crane assumed the 
reins of ofllue. 

As to the que.stlon of where .Mr. J. R. 
Carter is coming out on his petition for the 
associated boards of trade on the question 
of a new subway for Boston, one can hard- 
ly say at this time. 'I'he body he repre- 
sents believe-) that the city should own the 
Washington street suDway, while the Citi- 
zens’ Association takes the ground that the 
subway should be built by the Elt-vated 
Railway Company, the city having the 
right to purchase after a stated number ot 
years. .Meanwhile, Senator Gardner of 
llamiiton, U. S. Senator Lod.'e’s son-in- 
law, believes that it would be better for 
the city to build the subway, and that the 
legislature should suy that immediately on 
its construction the tracks on Washington 
street should be torn up. Naturally there 
is a howl on this, ior the company believes 
it should retain a surface line across Bos- 
ton, not only because some people will pre- 
fer to ride on the surface, and because 
night cars do not run through the subway, 
but because in case of accidents to sub- 
ways surface cars would bo very conven- 
ient. .Moreover, the law of 1897, which 
amende*! the Elevated Railway act. provid- 
ed that no additional burdens should be put 
on the Elevated Railway Company for a 
term of 25 years, unless at the same time 
they were imposed upon the other street 
railway companies of the Commonwealth, 
and it is alleged that this would be a bur- 
den, surely. While all hope that some- 
tning definite will be «lone along subway 
lines ill legislation, it must be confessed 
that the outlook is dubious for this year, 
unless the dilTereiit elements can get to- 
gether on some bill. 

Mr. Dana, who was a dissenter on the 
bill to repeal the death penalty, was vindi- 
cated by the vote of the Senate on 'I'liesday, 
which was ten in lavor and 17 against the 
measure. 'I'liere was a fine debate in w hich 
the honors were very largely with the ad- 
vocates of the change,but the upper branch 
was natural'y conservative on the que.-tion, 
which was on this day debated for the first 
time in its proceedings. .Senator Howland 
of Chelsea, who is the lather of the bill, 
carried it through the Mouse last year add 
it was defeated in the Senate without any 
debate. However, the indications are very 
strong that the «lay is not very fur distant 
when Senator Nutt and .Mr. Dana, oppo- 
nents of the measure, will find themselves 
in the minority instead of the majority. 

'I'he latest move in the contest which is 

f ;oing on concerning the anti stock water- 
ng laws, was made by the oommlttee on 
rules of the Senate on 'I'uesday, when Sena- 
tor Currier offered a bill to tirovide tor a 
special committee of three to be appointed 
by the governor to take up the qiiestioi s 
covered in the petition of James Richaid 
Carter and others of .Newton, together 
with leaders in Boston business life, upon 
which the Luce order was a*lopied by the 
House. 'I'he Senate rules committee evi 
dently does not like the idea of a special 
committee at this stage of the sessitm, ai d 
so liiis decided upon this substitute actio* . 
The writer talked the matter over wi ll 
Speaker Myers, and while not at all di.- 
posed to desert Representative Luce in his 
effort to secure leglsldtlve action, ailmitted 
that no great harm could come by the *lelay 
of a few niontlis, while ii special comiiiis- 
Sion went into this subject and prepared its 
report. How Mr. Carter and his Uhsociates 
will view the matter will be belter known 
when the House rules conimittee have 
given a hearing on the new bill 

'I’he coiiiinittee on ways and iiieaus of 
the House have a hearing this week on the 
question of what disposition should be 
made of the $ 5 ,uki.(mmi which, through the 
governor’s tinaiiulal skill was realized from 
tlie sale of Fitchburg Railroad rUmiiiion 
Stock to the Boston A: Maine railroad. Tliis 
money is now in the Fitchburg railriiad 
debt sinking fund, but as that has ail Hie 
money necessary to i>ay it at maturity with- 
out this $ 5 , 000,000 the governor has recom- 
mended that it be used to help pay the 
expense of grti'le crossing setiaratioii in 
Newton, Brockton, Boston and elsewhere. 
The .State Board of Education tuotesied 
against this action on the ground that all 
excess of iiicume from the Fitchburg debt 
loan sinking fuiul goes by law into the 
school fund, but after cousideratlon the 
uuinmittee voted to report a bill that the 
bonds shall go into any fund that the state 
treasurer, by the advice of the governor 
and council elects. This would seem to 
nieaii lliat the money shall go into the 
grade crossings loan sinking fund, as both 
the treasurer and govermu are known to 
favor It. It is to be liope*l that some way 
can be foiiml to aid the suiiool fund. In w - 
ever, lor the sake of preventing the annual 
debate over the mill tux, which would be 
atoided, could this mouey be placed in the 
school fund. .Ma.nn.

We had a scho(»l which accomniodmed all 
the east part of the town ; this school con- 
tinued until the grammar school was built 
at Newton Centre, About this time a num- 
ber of wealthy people bought all the land 
near Chestnut Hill station. 1 have heard 
Mr. Saltonstall .say they came here w ith 
the intention of keeping it a country place 
and opposed all improvements such as 
widening Hammond street, so that a decent 
sidew’alk could be placed on street. They 
would have no public school, preferlng to 
build a private school house, and paying 
the teacher by a tax upon those wiiu should 
attend. They did not wish their children 
to associate with those of the common peo- 
ple. They w«juid not sell land for a store 
to be erected, and only would rent, so that 
a post office could bo lor ited in the vinicity. 
-Most of the land wa» hild by persons who 
would only' sell itj persons of their 
own class, but us the place has increased 
many are living now scittered over this 
section who desire the privileges enjoyed 
by citizens in other parts of the city. 
petition last year was sent to the board of 
aldermen with the names of families who 
would be accommodated belonging to this 
section with 45 children of suitable age to 
attend the primary department ; this peti- 
tion was received by the board and buried 
somewhere as enquiry reveals the fact that 
the school uommittee never knew of its ex- 
istence. Ex- -Mayor Burr told me about the 
time he was mayor that he had a number 
of children of school age and desired a pub- 
lio school for his children to attend, but 
at a meeting of the residents a majority 
composed probably of those interested in 
their private school voted against u and he 
sent his children elsewhere, s(i those 
especially of the common class have been 
obliged to send their children a lung dis- 
tance to Newton Centre, aud in bad weath- 
er keeping them at home, not willing or 
able to send small children oy the cars us a 
safe conveyance. 

'i his BUbji :t was brought before a com- 
mittee of th ; school couimiitee and board 
of aldeimen fast year, and tney reported in 
favor of buyiua a lot ami building a house 
for a school. I'he board voted to purchase 
the lot and appropriated money for the 
purpose, but the mayor, us he did in many 
other case.s, \etoed the bill, another bill 
was prepared and passed the aldermen, 
but being so late in the year it failed to be- 
come a law. About the beginning of this 
year a meeting was held in the -Mason 
school hall to consider a new building for 
Newton Centre. 1 made some remarks in 
regard to the needs of a school in the Chest- 
nut Hill precinct, and hoped th t they 
would not uinder what was being done for 
a school there. 

-■\fier the meeting two ladies from Chest- 
nut Hill came to mu and thanked me for 
what 1 had .said. One of them said she hud 
four chihlren to ult'Uid school, and one of 
iioi neighbors hud six, and there w sre 
others in their neighborhood; she thought 
It a great hardship to send them so great a 
distance, and desired they might have such 
privileges as otheis now enjoyed. 1 have 
met too, other pi ents who have children 
and desire these privileges. 1 have not 
canvas*ed the district but speak only of 
those 1 have met. After the meeting at 
-Newton Centre the member of tlie school 
uommittee from Ward n, who is on the 
spoc;ai cjiiimillee who have made their re- 
port to the board of aldermen, and w ho 
have utterly Ignored the request of ihe 
Chestnut Hill precinut ( ime to me and said 
we do not intend to do anything to prevent 
your having a school, and have ulieady de- 
cided the question and the school w ill be es- 
tablished. -Now what can be thought of a 
man who after the school oommiiiee have 
said there was a necessity that such a 
school should be establishe<i and the bi .id 
of uldermeu have voted to buy the' "nd 


and appropriated money for the .same, only 
lalling by a veto from the mayor, should 
-sign a report that the city appropriate a 
small sum of money to carry what pupils 
that may he near the cars to Newton Cen- 
tre. We will leave It for every fair minded 
citizen to see the consistency of taking such 
a ourse of action. At that meeting the 
grammar school teacher gave the number 
of scholars attending school from Chestnut 
Hill. 1 do not remember the number, but It 
was not largo, but I presume he only reck- 
oned those living near the railroad station 
at Chestnut Hill. This probably does not 
take In more than one half of those who 
would be accommodated by the school. 

On account of the distance many send to 
the private school at Chestnut Hill and 
many go to Brookline or Boston. Those 
Imviiig houses to let find people will not 
rent them because they have no school u' 
commodatluns. The schuid committee and 
aUiermeii seem to have dealt fairly with 
what has been asked for, and if we had not 
h. d one at the head of the city who seenud 
to delight to send a veto to many acts 
passed by the city government, the school 
house would have been on its way and 
ready in the fall term to receive those who 
have a right to its privileges. 

Newton Centre may or may not at this 
time need a new school building, but after 
what the committee have said there W’as no 
such an exigency existing as now exists in 
this precinct we think it should be flrst to 
be acted upon. If this school house is 
built and one at Thompsonville, it must In 
some measure relieve the New'ton Centre. 
We cannot look upon It but there is a d' 
gree of selfishness exhibited in the report 
desire favors for themselves thinking the 
just rights of others may be Ignored be- 
muse they have not gotten experts to report 
the frightful condition existing in the sani- 
tary condition of affairs. We believe the 
city is in duty bound to give to the children 
in this precinct the same privileges they 
enjoyed in all other parts of the city.” 

Mrs. A. Benbow’ said her children had to 
go two miles to school, and a school house 
was badly needed at Chestnut Hill. 

Alderman tSaltotistull then raid that he 
was authorized to withdraw the remon- 
strance of the Duiuaresq, Slade and Sawyer 
families. 

Ludwig Gerhard, a resident of three 
weeks, was lieurtlly in favor of a school, to 
be erected immediately, and told how the 
rich and poor could be brought together in 
brothel ly love through the iniluence of the 
public soliool. 

-M. H. Gule.sian was heartily in favor of 
a school and even thought it would be a 
pa> Ing investment for the Newton syndi- 
cate at its own expense to erect one near 
the I onlevard, where it could he seen from 
the ears. Mr. Guleslan paid a glowing 
tilbiite to the scenic beauties of Wabau 
Hill, and closed by calling attention ot the 
board to the fact that it was good busines.s 
to attract the belter residential class to 
come to Newton. 

Frederick A. Ward said his child could 
not walk four miles a day to school, and he 
was nut willing it should travel alone on 
the electric cars. 

Geo. A. Ward made a vehement claim for 
the erection of a school to be ready in the 
fall, saying that there were 45 school chil- 
dren now in the district. -Mr. Ward char- 
acterized the report of the conference com 
mlttee as premature, bel eved the new 
lUiiSiu scheui House to be a fad, and 
that it woull ba unuacaasiry .f small 
schools were erected at Chestnut Hill, 
Thompsonville, and Carey Cross, Ho did 
not believe it fair to the tax payers to de- 
stroy the pre.sent §50, COO Mason school. 

Wni. F. Miller opposed the Hammond 
street site as out of place as there were no 
children in that viciuity. 

A. D.S. Bell said the proposed site showed 
the sagacity of the scliool committee as it 
was on high land bounded by three streets, 
uml a heaitliy location. 

John Ward was in favor of the proposed 
site. 

The hearing was closed at 8..50 o'clock. 
On motion o f Alderman Fi.-her the orders 
and papers relating to the proposed site 
were referred to the public property coin- 
niiitee.

Trick 1 -The trump opening, although 
somewhat venturesome considering that 
North had no spades, undoubtedly helped 
in the establishment of South’s clubs, espe- 
cially as East was forced soon. 

Tricks 2 and 3— West probably hoped to 
save one of his little trumps on a club, but 
it WHS an unfortunate lead. Uu the princi- 
ple that a long plain suit is the best defence 
against the trump attack, we think he 
should have opened the spade suit. 

North passed the jack of clubs, probably 
because he j'ldged it to be a short-suit lead 
and wanted to keep tbe ace for re-entry, or 
command of the suit. On trick 8 he proba- 
bly reasoned that East may have false card- 
ed, or, if not, that South must have ail the 
clubs and the ace was better out of the 
way. 

Tricks Sand (5— North’s continuing the 
trumps was good play, as South apparently 
has the ace of diamonds and good clubs, 
and the ebanoes were that all tlie other 
trumps would drop and West would be pre- 
vented from trumping clubs.

ing in Washington, their arguments were 
that it was necessary for the great proper- 
ty interests of the island that American 
control shonld be continued indefinitely; 
now they are seeking the same end by try- 
ing to persuade the Cubans Unit the con- 
ditions named are hard and unjust and that 
If they refuse to accept them, they will 
be modltied by the next Congress. Of 
course, they know better, but they can 
have a new argument ready after the next 
Congress fails to change the ounditiuiis, if 
they succeed in beguiling the Cubans Into 
standing in their own light. Meanwhile 
American control will oontinue. 

Before recovering from the shock of ex- 
President Harrison’s deatii, Washington 
received a fresh shook through tiie sudden 
death of Hon. Marriott Brosius, of Penn- 
sylvania, Chairman of the Committee of 
Bunking and Currenov of the last House. 
When Mr. Brosius left Washington, after 
the adjournment of Congress, he was ap- 
parently in robust health. He was a mem- 
ber of the House for ten years and was 
deservedly popular among his colleagues 
uud in Washington. 

Senator Allison and Bepreaentative Hep- 
burn, of Iowa, tiring of the many misrep- 
resentations of the reason for the return to 
the U. S. of Minister Conger, have given 
out an authoritative statement, based upon 
iuforination obtained personally by them 
from President McKinley and Secretary 
Hay. This statement may be thus briefed : 
Minister Conger is coming home on leave 
of absence, asked for by himself; his con 
duct of the important negotiations in Pe- 
kin have been eutirely satisfactory to Presi- 
dent McKinley, and so far as the President 
or Secretary of the State know, Mr. Con- 
ger intends to return to his post at Pekin, 
at the expiration of liis leave of absence. 
If he does not, it will simply^ be because 
he does not wl&li to do so. 

Secretary Long has some ideas about the 
kind of testiinobiul that ought to be given 
to battleships by citizens ol the states after 
which they are named, us may be seen 
from the following letter sent by him to 
Representative Bull of R. 1., in answer 
to an inquiry: "1 would uot suggest a sil- 
ver service us a gift from theStute of Rhode 
Island to the battleship named fur it. Such 
a service must necessarily be kept inclosed, 
ami niy idea of a proper memorial is s jine- 
thlng which everybody can see. Tlie best 
one 1 know is that given oy the Cummou- 
wealth of Massuubusetts. to the buttle 
ship Massaohu&etts a bronze ligure of Vic- 
tory in front of the forward turret 1 think 
West Virginia has in mind a bronze repro- 
duction of the Coat of Arms of that State. 
I think it would be well to appoint a com- 
mittee of Itwu or three witli a view to 
consultation with some good artist. Was 
not Commodore Perry a native ol Rhoiie 
Island'? If sou statue of him or bus re- 
lief would be worth considering.” 

Gold in the U. S. Treasury continues to 
increase at the rate of more than live mil- 
lion a month, and that ratio of increase is 
likely to oontinue until July 1. when the 
revenue reduction law will go into elTect. 
That law reduced the revenue about S40,- 
000,000 a year. Treasurer Roberts thinks 
that will stop the increase of gold in the 
Treasury, but does not expect it to reduce 
tlie total, whi€b now amounts to S-H‘2,013.- 
023, and will probably exceed half a bil- 
lion of dollars by the first of July. 

If Commissioner Evans retires from the 
head of tlie Pension Bureau, us it is gen- 
erally believed he will in the near future, 
his successor is practically certain to be a 
Western man. Capt. Palmer of N. V., ex- 
Conmiander in Chief of the G. A. R , who 
was regarded as a promisinu candidate, is 
not being urged by the New Vork Senators, 
since Col. Sanger of that State was ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of War. 

Mr. Charles H, Duell. Coinmissionor of 
Patents, has tendered his resignation to 
the President to take elfeot upon tlie ap- 
poinlinent undiiualiUcution of his success- 
or. 

Owing to u reduction of SR 3.C'J9 in the 
appropriation for the collection of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the llsoul year beginning 
July 1, there will have to be u reduction in 
the clerical force in the ollice of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, in Washington, as 
well as in a number of collection districts 
throughout the country.

A FINANCIAL QUESTION. 

The widespread agitation now taking 
place all over the city, for the erection of 
new and larger school bouses, is one 
which should be met by the city govern- 
inent in the broadest sense. There is no 
doubt, but what Auburndule, Newton Cen- 
tre, Thonipsonvllle and Chestnut Hill, 
should have better school accommodatious, 
and looming largely on the horizon of the 
not far distant future, are the claims of 
Newton Upper b'alls and Newton High- 
lands. All of these districts base their de- 
mands on present iusufticlent aecommo 
datious, unsatisfactory ventilating and 
sanitary appliances and general inconven- 
ience. All of these claims have more or 
less justification, and it remains for the al- 
dermen to determine which di.strtct shall 
receive the first attention, and how much 
of a burden can be placed upon the finan- 
cial resources of the city for this purpose. 

A brief statement of the llnuncial situa- 
tion may not be out of place at this time. 
On January l.st the net city debt was rough 
ly $1,100,000, of which about $470,000 was 
for school purposes, $400,000 for Common- 
wealth avenue and $’_Vi0,000 for miscellane- 
ous matters, .such us drains, highway and 
lire purposes. 

The debt limit is nearly $1,400,000, and 
the borrowing capuoiiy is a t; Hie over $250, 
000. A rough estimate of the increase ul 
the borrowing o.ipacity through the aug- 
meututiou of the sinking funds and the 
usual addition to the valuation, is $100,000 
so that on Jun. 1. 1002, the borrowing cap- 
acity may be estimated at $:kj0,000. it is the 
duty of the aldermen to determine bow 
much of this sum it is safe to expend for 
school purposes, with a due regard to the 
numerous other interests of the city, and 
leaving a .safe margin for emergencies. We 
believe that the sum of $'J(t),000 mentioned 
by the cmifereuce committee is lully as 
much as the city can alToid ill thi.s time, as 
there will be no substantial reduction in 
the city debt until 10o3 when about $7o,ooo 
becomes due and l'J04 when $h 8,00U also 
matures. 

Demands are now pressing for u new po- 
lice statiou at Newton, in the immediate 
future, large sums will have to be expend- 
ed fur a dru'.nuge s 3 stem adequate for a 
city with nearly 200 miles of streets. Play- 
grounds are being demanded in various 
districts, and costly street wideuings are 
ulao possible. All of these matters are 
important factors in the question of how 
much the city cun uirord to expend for 
school houses, and with the tixing of that 
limit, the further question of where it 
shall be exi>ended, also enters. 

We believe that the board has the con- 
viction that all of the petitions should be 
granted and that it is only a question of 
time before all parts of the city will have 
ample school accommodatious. 

The question of prioii y of petition ought 
not to outweigh the more vital claims of 
absolute necessity for immediate relief, 
and fur that reason we heartily favor the 
recommendations of tue conference com 
mittee as to the Mason and Thumpbuuville 
districts. 

The Auburndale situation is fur less 
acute than either of the above, and indeed 
we would even consider the Hyde district 
as more worthy of third place. The Chest- 
nut Hill district is still further removed 
from the category of immediate relief, and 
while a school house there would undoubt- 
edly aid the sale of real esiule, the land 
owners do not appear to layor the project, 
as an almost prohibitive pi ice has been 
placed on the lot desired. 

We again sympaihize with Auburndale 
in its disappointment over the recommen- 
dations of the conference committee, al- 
though detiiiite action Uas nut yet been 
taken uy the aldermen. 

We can see no very great harm being 
d me to the pupils ur the district, in allow- 
ing the mutter of a new building to uMuil 
a more favorable opportunity in case the 
addition of four rooms and a hull is not 
acceptable to the ruling spirits of tliut vll 
luge. Some two years have now elapsed 
since the matter was lirst azituted, and the 
situation has not been uggiuvuted by the 
delay. 

Whatever may be the outcome of the 
deliberations of the ulderiiiun. we trust 
no log rolling spirit w ill manifest itself, 
and that iminedlale action may be taken 
towards relieving the crying necessities 
of districts over which there can be no ar- 
gument, leaving the debaleuble questions 
for future discussion.

This does not seem .strange when the ■ 
matter is cirefully considered, as neither. I 
Newton nor Brookline has anything to gain 
by such absorption as Is contemplated in. 
the Cook bill. 

Newton does nol care to contribute to 
w ards the enormous and n.seless extrava- 
gances of a city like Bo>ton, and receive 
nothing In return, except contemptuous In- 
difference to her needs and demands. She 
c\n see no advantage in placing her public 
S-dmol.s, In which she has a worthy pride, 
umler the political Inlluences of the notori- 
ous Boston School committee. 

Her "sand papered” streets would soon 
b' ancient history under the supervision of 
that wonderful political Jug,erimat <»( the 
Boston Street department. 

Newton may have her faults of mlsgov- 
eminent, and may not be In all respects an 
Ideal municipality, but in contrast with 
that of Boston, or even of Boston, made 
great by the addition of neighboring cities 
and towns, the dilTerence is as marked as 
that between white and black or between 
vlitue and vice. 


Niavton can have but little sympathy 
with the fears of the Metropolitan Water 
Boaiil, that a water famine will ensue, un- 
less enormous appropriations, aggregating 
over forty millions, are made immediately 
The claims of the state oflicials are based 
on n consumption averaging lOP gallons per 
capita. Newton finds an average of GO 
gallons per capita, sunicieut for all reason- 
able requirements, and the adoption of a 
meter system in the Metropolitan water 
district, would save the state several mil 
lions of dollars. 


A DECinKH tendency towards a healthy 
boom in real estate is becoming manifest, 
and the acents are preparing for a good 
business this spring and summer. The re- 
marks at the aldermaiilc hearing Inst 
Monday, relative to Chestnut Hill, as the 
most beautiful residential district in Mass- 
achusetts, applies with eiiual force to the 
whole city, and other people are beginning 
to find it out.

You go to 
t'ity Hull and make a complaint, you are 
told tliut your fixtures leak, and that is all 
tiie satisfaction you get. and 1 feel that the 
only way to remedy the evil is to try and 
iiUerH.-t the public through tlie newspapers, 
and 1 sincerely liupe the mutter will be 
taken up and agitated to the extent that 
the trouble may be i cached and righted.

THE SECRET SERVICE THAT ONE BIQ 
SYSTEM MAINTAINS. 


Mripbrrd of It In Evcrr ncpnrtmont 
From A nrtlnipn 1 i>— t'*nplonii Com- 
plIrntionH AVhrn Si»o<trr« I nknown 
to One Another C'row* I.Inrn. 

“Prol^nMy tho most porfcct spotter 
system nclilovod by nny private cor- 
pontMon,” says S. 11. Adams In Alus- 
lee's, ‘Ms that of one of the bifj eastern 
railroads, which Is to some extent 
modeled on the secret service system 
of some of the easteni poveniinent.s 
Ihonph by no means so complex. 

“So farrt'achinp and so direct, how- 
ever, are Its lines of coinmnnicatlon 
that the president of the orpanlzatlon 
Is himself kept constantly Infomunl 
of tho trend of afTalrs and tJiechanpes 
of sentiment amonp the employees of 
every division and snbdlvlslon of the 
whole railway system, and that with- 
out the knowledge of nny other persons 
but his own special corps of clerks 
and secretaries. 

“Nobody but himself knows Uie en- 
tire personnel of tho wonderful service 
tliat he has perfected. Ills apent.s are 
drawn from every branch of the road’s 
operating staff. They nn> engineers, 
freight bmkenien, passenger trainmen, 
conductors, signalmen, yardmen, sta- 
tion agents, track walkers and even 
division olHclals. Should that road 
have a strike— and strikes are far less 
likely to occur than they were before 
the present system was put Into op- 
j eratlou— the president will have de- 
tailed warnings of It from all the 
storm centers long before tlie first mnt- 
terlngs find cautious utterance In the 
newspapers. 

“While It also acts ns a defense 
against thefts by employees, this sys- 
tem Is Intended primarily to prepare, 
so to speak, a diary of the disposition, 
character, working efllclency and senti- 
ments toward tho road of the men who 
constitute the vast human machinery 
of the corporation. Tho feeling which 
culminates In a general strike Is not 
the result of one act alone, but a slow 
growth mode up of many grievances, 
real or fancied. 

“To keep track of tho shifting mental 
attitude of his employees Is the aim of 
this railroad president. If a certain 
division superintendent has made him- 
self unpopular witli his subonllnates. 
Information to that effect comes ‘by 
underground wire’ to the central office, 
and the matter Is taken under advise- 
ment. If the newest fireman on the 
road attempts to stir up discontent by 
inflammatory talk, his views soon 
reach the official car. Everj* lending 
spirit In the employees’ organization Is 
known to the president, who also 
knows whether. In case of trouble, the 
man Is to be reckoned upon as a con- 
senatlve or a radical. 

“Sometimes this works out the man’s 
career In a manner quite Incomprehen- 
Bible to him. For Instance, Night 
Watchman Brown Is shifted without 
cause that he can fathom from one di- 
vision to another. IIow should he 
know that rumors of trouble In that dl 
vision have reached the presidential eai 
and that he himself, being down in the 
president’s little book as a speaker of 
weight and a counselor of conserva- 
tive methods, has been shifted over to 
act as unconscious agent in checking a 
dangerous tendency? 

“Some of the admiring coworkers of 
the head of this system declare that In 
two minutes’ reference to his collected 
funds of Information he can unroll the 
family history of the woman who 
washes the windows of car No. 4114 IX 
and tell whether. In her estimation, he 
himself Is an oppressor of the down- 
trodden or a perfect gentleman. 

“Where so many Invisible lines radi- 
ate from the same office It is Inevitable 
that sotne of tliem should cross. Curi- 
ous complications result from contact 
between sputters as unknown to each 
other as they are to those whom they 
watch. 

“Several years ago at a time of gen- 
eral labor troubles a certain railroad 
got no less than five reports from Its 
confidential men informing them that 
an employee who was several degrees 
higher in the secret service of the road 
titan any of them, had they but known 
It, had been making Incetidlary speech- 
es. 

“This was true. Matters had so 
ahaited themselves that the man ac- 
cused had to appear as a radical in or- 
der to gain admittance to Inner coun- 
cils where the important qu(>stions 
would be flmilly declde<l. To the cha- 
grin of the authorities they were oblig- 
eil to transfer him. Had they not done 
BO the suspicious of the men who make 
the rejiorts would have been nrouse<l. 
That spotters should know each other 
as such is held to be highly nndesira- 
,ble. 'i’here Is always the chance that 
they might work in conjunction Instead 
of acting us checks on each other.’*

The much abnseil puburbnnltcft,

are an Interesting class of Individ- 
uals. The transient element of the 
city’s popnlathm spends Several hours 
every day whirling over the railroads. 
When the novelty of those dally bits 
of railroading has pa.sso<i Into the 
monotony of years of travel through 
(ho same country the cinninnter lia.s 
learned to make the best of the time 
he spends on the train.

COLOR OF GOLD COINS. 

Ileasonii For DliTcrencpH In Tint of 
Colna of French MintnKC. 

Some time ago a Frenchman placed 
together a number of gold coins of 
French mintage of the beginning, mid- 
dle and end of the last century. Ho 
was much snrprlseil to see tlint they 
differed In color. He set about finding 
out the reasons for this difference, and 
the results of his Investigations have 
been published In La Nature. 

There Is a p.alencss about the yellow 
of the 10 and 20 franc pieces which 
bear the effigies of Napoleon I and 
Louis XVHI that Is not observed In 
the goldpleces of later mintage. One 
admirer of these coins speaks of their 
color ns a “beautiful paleness” and ex- 
presses regret tliat It Is lacking In later 
coins. Tho explanation of It Is very 
simple. The alloy tlmt entered Into the 
French gold coins of those days con- 
tained as much silver as copper, and It 
was the silver that gave tho coins their 
intoresliug paleness. 

The coins of the era of Napoleon III 
were more golden In hue. 'fhe silver 
had been taken out of the alloy. 

Tho gold coins of toilay have a still 
warmer and deeper tinge of yellow. 
This Is because the Paris mint, as well 
as that in London, melts tho gold and 
the copper alloy In hermetically sealed 
boxes, which prevents the copper from 
being somcwliat blenched, ns It always 
Is when It Is attacked by hot air. So 
tlie present coins linve tlie full warm- 
ness of tint that a copi>er alloy can 
give. 

If the coins of today ore not so Ifand- 
Bome in the opinion of amateur collect- 
ors as those Issueil by tlie first Naixv 
leon, they are superior to those of ci- 
ther of the Napoleons In the fact tlmt 
it costs less to make them. Tho double 
operation of the oxidation of the copper 
and cleaning It off Uie surface of tho 
coin with acids Is no longer employed, 
and the large ellinluatiun of copper 
from the surface of the coins, fonnerly 
pruetlceil, made them less resistant un- 
der wear and tear than are the coins 
now in clrcnlatiou. 


\o Key* to White IIouMe. 

In these modern days Uie front door 
of the White House is not locked at 
night. Practically no doors are locked, 
and if the steward should look around 
for keys he would jirobably not find 
half of those formerly In use. Big po- 
liceiiieii are about the only doors at the 
executive mansion. They guard the 
main doors at all hours of day and 
night, and there Is no net'd to close and 
look the inner doors. Before President 
Lincoln’s time policemen were rare at 
the president’s home, and when all the 
clerks and servants laid gone home at 
night tlio housekeeper went around 
and carefully locked all the doors In- 
side and outside except to rooms occu- 
pied by those going In and coming out 
— Washington Star.

It 
is so uud becoming more so in suburban 
Boston, every unlet house liable any ino- 
nieiit to be pliated— a good term to give the 
du.sturdly act. The house of the poor man 
u victim just as much as the rich man. 

It behooves the people of Newtou to k"3p 
watch and ward over unlet houses nearby 
them, and immediately warn authorities of 
suspicious men and buys found lurking 
about. Boys of Newton, keep your eyts 
onen, and become an aid to the police.

Boston. March 20 . 

The sessions of tlie general court begin 
to bo very interesting indeed. Day after 
day Bomo matter of debate engage.! the 
members, and oratoiy is now the watch- 
word. In Hie senate on Friday of lB^t 
week the final contest came on the engrosr- 
ment of the bill ito provide for the consoli- 
dation of the metropolitan water and sewer 
boards. Wliile it is possible that either 
tlie house or tlie senate or both bodies may 
hold np for a time tlie enactment of the bill 
tlirougii an efTiirt to strikeout the enacting 
olanse, there is very small probability In- 
deed of Hie failure of the measure to go to 
the Governor and receive his approval. 
Nobody seems certain as to the circum- 
stances which CiUnsed tlie filibustering on 
this question. It is not enstomary fora 
state commission appointed by tiie Gover- 
nor to oppose his t ITorts at consolidation 
with another board, as it would scarcely be 
courtesy. For tills reason many are loth 
to believe tliat any sewer comniissioni r 
or water board member opposed or initiated 
this opposition. However, a great many 
foolish tilings were said and a feeling 
created which ought not to exist. The 
Governor will doubtless appoint Hon. 
Henry II. Sprague us cliairniaii of the new 
water and sewer board, and associated 
witliliiin Dr. Henry P. Wolcott, and Hon. 
James A. Bailey of Arlington. It would 
be impossible to put six members on a com- 
mission of only three, but the uppeuraiices 
are that that was about what was at* the 
bottom of the opposition -the desire of 
several men to fill half as many places. 

Hon. llersey B. Goodwin, who for some 
years has been associated with Commis- 
sioner Bishop on the railroad board has re- 
signed, and the Governor has appointed in 
his place Hon. Clinton White of Melrose, 
who has been a harbor and land commis- 
sioner and who before tliut time was asso- 
ciated with Hon. ,1. R. Leeson on the dock 
commission. It may be said without fear 
of challenge that the addition of Mr. White 
to the railroad commission makes that 
body fully us strong as it ever was iu its 
history, if not stronger. Nobody lias rea- 
son to uoubt the lino legal training and 
ability of Chairinaii Jackson of tlie board ; 
in all its history il has never had a more 
generally useful, practical man to repre- 
sent railroad employees than Commissioner 
liishoptuiid from a business staiidpuiut, 
owing to his profound knowledge of 
transportation questions there has uev< r 
been a more able man tbnti Comuiissiout r 
White. 

While we must all commiserate Mr. F. 
N. Wales of your city on losing the very 
close conipunionsliip and nllicial relation of 
so pleasant an associate as Mr. White, Mr. 
Wales should have satisfaction iu the 
knowledge that Hon. George E. Smith of 
Everett, last year president of the senate, 
is to be Mr. White’s successor. Mr. Wales 
has been clerk of the harbor and land com 
mission for over two decades. When he 
became connected with the bmrd Judge 
Mason, now chief Justice of the superior 
court, was its cliairman. Francis L. Nye 
of Falmouth and Henry L. Whiting of 
Tlsbury were members. Soon after Judge 
Mason was placed upon the bench uud his 
place was taken by lion. JohiiE. Sanford 
of Taunton who later was transferred from 
this board to the chairmanship of the rail- 
road commission. In all these years Mr. 
Wales bus faithfully peifurmed his ser- 
vices and made himself as indispensable as 
one man possibly can to a body of this 
ebaruoter. Those ot us who know best 
about these things realize that a great deal 
of the future success of the hoard will de- 
pend upon the retention of .Mr. Wales. 

The writer referred a few weeks ago to 
the contest going on between Frederick G 
I’ettigrove and Herbert D. Ward for the 
chairmanship of the newly constituted 
prison oommission. This contest, as he 
then intimated, is largely one side*!, as Mr. 
Pettigrovo has no reason to iUlit for a 
position that will oome to liim without the 
asking. But it is quite evideiu tliut there 
Isu dispo.'itiun to liold up this bill, like 
tlut for tlie consolidation of the metropoli- 
tan hoards, on the theory that it is not 
properly drawn, and that the result would 
be Hie abolition of one board before its 
successor is appointed. It would seem Hiat 
Hie committee on bills in tbe third reading 
might properly report an amendment, if 
they feci that it would be better to have 
the bill take effect withiu tlilrty days of its 
piihSage. Under the rules unless a measure 
ooiiiaiiis as its closing section the words 
"Tliis act sliall lake effect upon its pas- 
sage,” it will be pjistponod lor thirty days. 
Therefore if it is deemed ileslrable to give 
the Governor a inoiitii to pick out Hie new 
commission, the elimiiiution of tliut section 
will do it easily enough. This was true of 
the metropolitan consolidation hill also, 
and the fact that Just such action was not 
taken would seem to indicate that ttiut 
was not exactly what the opponents of the 
measure were after. 

Mr. Bullard will probably spend a good 
deal of lime for a while in trips here utid 
there with the committee on railroads. 
The committee was plaiiiiiug to go to 
Iluverliill to look over the new bridge, this 
week, but Hie fact tiiut the Governor was 
to give a reception to the members Wediies 
day prevented it from going on that day, 
and also Thursday, as the oommiltee d - 
sires to spend one evening in Haverhill, 
and give a hearing possibly. It has now 
decided to go next Monday. The commit- 
tee is also to make a trip out to Nortlilield 
to look over the site of the proposed bridge 
across the Coniiectiout river, and w ill prob- 
ably visit New Bedford, in whioli city it 
has been interested for a nuniber of years 
owing to the big bridge question at that 
point. 

Mr. Dana is spending a great deal of time 
of late In executive sessions with the oom- 
tee on tlie Judiciary, as Hiey have a num- 
ber of Important matters to report yet. A 
hearing was given tlie other day on the 
q^uestiuii of pe.'iiilttiug Sunday golf. Mr. 
Oule of Natick was the leader in tlie move- 
iiieiit and found a number of ulergyiiieii 
uud others from his town to oppose liim. 
The oupoiieiits of such legislation muiiugetl 
to diviue the golliiig sentiiiient on the ques- 
tion, one uf the witnesses on Hie matter 
being a Newton ('eiitre elergymati who is 
well known in golfing circles wiio opposed 
the movement for Sunday golf. Tlie com- 
iiiittee lias not yet reporte«l on this point. 

On Monday Hie eomiiiittees on iiiaiuifu 
tures and mercantile uffairs in Joint session j 
reeei ved from the gas uud eleutric light cu n | 
iiiissioiiers a bill to prevent "trusts" in | 
electric light property. It not only prevents j 
Hie sale of eleotriolly by !tiie company t i i 
anotlier without the consent of the boaid, i 
I but pruliibits tlie iasue of "tru.Nt ceitiit- ; 
Cites” by any eleotrlo coiiipuny or tiio eii- i 
truiice into any ugreeiiietit to place tlie 
iiiunu:;enieut ill Hie uontrul of tiiistees by 
any egeiit, ollieer, employe, direolor or 
sliureiioider uf an electiie liglit uorporutiun. 
'J'iiis bill is founded on tlie oomniuniea 
tioii uf tlie board to tlie general uourt uu 
relation to the proposed consolidation ot 
the Boston eleelrio light companies, wblch 
provoked the petition ofJ.R. Carter and 
others IU relation to tlie w hole (luestiun 
of stock watering laws and evasions 
tiiereof. As stated last week, tlie Indica- 
tions are that the latter (lutltion will bo 
uoiisidered by the siiuclul coiuiiiissiuu to be 
appointed by tlie Governor if the plans 
now on foot go through, but it would seem 
very desirable that this bill should be 
eiiacled,^or there is every reasou to believe 
ttiat the J. Bierpuut Morgan overtures to 
the BosLuu cuiupaiiies win he renewed as 
soon as the legislature prorogues, aud il 
would seem to he the wise course fur the 


General court to meanwhile pass some 
leRislation to control the situation. If this 
Is not done, somebody may regret it. It 
seems somewhat a pity that the board had 
not hioliideri gas coinpariien in their oom- 
muiiioatloii, as then it would liave been 
possible to make Hie liill to be reporte*! 
more general. Mr. Dana’s committee now 
lias tlie bill for the special oommission, re- 
ported In place of the "l.uce firder." 

The great fight against vivisectliin and in 
deleiice thereof lias been on before the 
0 III! mittee on probate and chariceiy fora 
week. Diiv alter day .Mr.-*. EilzjibHili Slnart 
Phelps Ward ha.s attended the h»'aiiiigs, , 
though it was quite evident tliat her only 
reason was Intense interest in the dumb I 
creutuies wliicli si e lielieves suffer far , 
moie tlian tlie scie.ilists will admit under ■ 
Hie knife. Against tliis view the physio- 
logical investigators allege that animals .

City^s Meters Cannot 
Over Register. 

Many Interesting Facts About 
Water.

The annual water bills in March are al- 
ways a cause of more or less kicking on the 
nart of those unfortunates who believe 
that the water department has a speciai 
prndge against them, and that the amount 
of their particular bill is determined by the 
passing whim of the water commissioner. 
It is also a singular fact, that if a citizen 
has ever received a large wa'.er bill, it w ill 
always be remembered, and when his i 
neighbor seeks his sympathy or advice on 
a similar matter, the old grievance again 
becomes acute and the chorus of com- 
plaints grows larger. | 

For the purpose of getting at all the facts | 
in the case, we have spent a pleasant lialf j 
hour with theenicieut w ater commissioner : 
Mr. J. Clifton Whitney, who is, by the 
way, one of the best Informed men in the 
state on water questions. lie has been in- 
timately connected with the Newton water 
department since it.** birth and is familiar 
with every detail of construction, mainten- 
ance and operation, and has liad years of 
experience in testing and reading meters. 
H is ability is also recognized outside of h • 
city, and he has served as secretary of the 
N. E. Water Works Association fur several 
years. 

In the course of the interview. Mr. Whit- 
ney stated that the principal causes of com- 
plaints, came from large bills, which in 
turn were often occa.Hsloned by leaky ball 
cocks and the use of syphon closets. An 
interesting fact as to the rapidity with 
which water can run to waste, was the 
statement that one faucet, running at full 
stream, on the lower levels of the city, 
where the pressure is greatest, w ill in ‘J4 
hours, waste the full amount of water al- 
lowed by the minimum charge of Sli\ and 
that a stream the size of a pin bead, 
would waste l.j gallons an hour, or a dol- 
lar's worth of water in less than nine days. 

It appears that the number of compluiiits 
is uo larger this year than formerly, al- 
though the number of services has in 
creased and the total amount oi bills is - 
per cent larger than last year. 

Mr. Whitney is very emphatic in the as- 
sertion that it is out of the question, with 
our present source of supply* to think of 
abandoning the meter system, for lixed 
rates. The exnerience of other cities and 
towns, all of which have either adopted the 
meter system or are taking steps in that 
direction, indicates thal some check must 
be put upon the wasteful use of water, 
where the population is rapidly increasing. 
Only in the rare eases of an unlimited sup- 
ply, brought to the consumer by gravity, 
would Mr. Whitney favor a rate by fixture. 

As to the iiccuraey of the meter system,. 
Mr. Whitney frankly replies in the nega- 
tive, stating that many causes operate to 
prevent the meter regist^-ring the full 
amount of water passing t irough it. In 
every case, liowever. the me:er favoii.s tl.e 
consumer, ny failing to register all the 
water used. It is impossible for a modern 
w'u e meter to register mouic water than 
passes tlirougli it. Every meter used in 
Newton is thoroughly tested at tlie factory 
on three or four streams of vary iug sizes, 
and by the water department on streams of 
two sizes. It is a well kuown fact that 
meters do not always register the full 
amount of water used iu small .streams, the 
size of u piu head, and it is a good meter 
that will register IK) per. cent, of such 
streams. The department makes four read- 
ings u year and stands leady at all times to 
verify the readings and test meters claimed 
'.o be defective. 

Mr. Whitney advises water consumers 
to keep constant watch over their meters 
uud |)lumbing with a view of noting any 
unusual or irregular use of water, and 
states that the only possible opportunity 
for error under the pre.seiit Hysl'eui, is 
through a wrong reading of the meter.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From Our Ropular Correspondent.) 

Washington, March 2.'>th, HK)l. 

rresldent McKinley has talked with sev- 
eral members of Congress who have been 
In Cuba since the adjournment and from 
what they have told him, as well as from 
other Information ho has received from 
trustworthy sources, ho has expressed him- 
self as being satlsried that things are slow - 
ly working around all right. 

Kepresentatlve Hamilton of Mich., who 
has just returned from Cuba, said of his 
observations while on tbe island: *'I am of 
the opinion that the Platt amendments 
will ultimately be accepted by the Cubans, 
and that there will be no trouble between 
Cuba and the U. S. There is no mistaking 
the feeling of the people, however, for in- 
dependence. Their hearts are set on it and 
you hear it talked everywhere. If diflloui- 
ties arise it will be because the people are 
easily Ibllueiiced by their leaders, and 
smuli factions or parties can attract large 
followings of impulsive, imptduous people, 
if the right man is at the Iiead. 1 think the 
people can be convinced in time that the 
Plait amendments do not hamper their in- 
dependence and that our declarations there- 
in contained are only in line w'.th the Mon- 
roe doctrine, as understood by all tbe 
world.” 

The resignation of Attorney Genet al 
Griggs has been formally accepted by 
President McKinley to take effect the 31st 
inst., and Mr. Griggs will, much to the re- 
gret of the President and all his colleagues, 
next week resume the practice of law. 
Notwithstanding several circumstantial 
stories to the contrary, it can be slated on 
the highest authority that no other cimnge 
in the Cabinet is contemplated for the im- 
mediate future. In other words, no other 
member of the Cabinet has announced any 
intention of resigning. 

Should tbe republicans of the next Con- 
gress use the tariff to put a ouro upon 
trusts? That is ^ub8tuDtialiy the question 
asked by Kepresentatlve Uubcook, of Wis- 
consin, when lie introduced his bill in the 
House to repeal the tariff on manufactured 
steel and iron. Mr. babcock, who is uow 
in Washington, is still asking that question, 
and be is going to add emphasis by includ- 
ing tin plate and plate glasii in his bill be- 
fore it is re-intruUuoed in the next House. 
Speaking on the subject Mr. Hubcook said : 

” i'he republican party is a party of pro- 
gress. Its great hold upon the people is due 
to its aggressiveness and its willingness to 
meet problems, We have now u new and 
very serious problem before us in the effect 
of the tariff in creating trusts, and we 
ought to meet it. I am certain that a large 
inujurity of the House favors tbe hill. 
When the American protective league gave 
a banquet recently, and this matter was 
discussed by one or two speakers, Congress- 
man McCall,of Massachusetts, was cheered 
to tbe echo when he predicted that changes 
in the tariff would have to be made, and 
that it was best to let such ohinges be made 
by the friends of the protective system. I 
am not an enemy of protection, but 1 know 
that the first principle of protection is pro- 
tection of the people When I see Ameri- 
can manufacturers in apusitiuu where they 
can charge the American people what they 
see lit. and yet can sell the same goods 
abroad for a much lower sum, 1 think it is 
time for Congress to step in and work a re 
form. This is the part of wisdom, good 
judgment and good sense, fur if we do nut 
do it, we will presently find that the people 
have risen in revolt and placed in power a 
party which is hostile to all kinds of tariff. 
1 would nut abate a jot or tittle of protec- 
tion where it is needed. All tlmt I contend 
is that the protective principle, having 
given a tremendous advantage to the manu- 
facturers, is now being used to the detri- 
ment of our own people. I do nut think 
thi.s should be allowed.” 

Kepublicaus are beginning to realize that 
Congressional action may be necessary to 
stop tbe whule.sale uisfranchisemeut of 
voters in southern slates. Senator Har- 
rows, of Midi., who will be chairman of 
tlie Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections said on the subject: “The new 
Maryland ballot law is very likely to bring 
to the attention of Congress various so- 
called disfruiichlsement laws, and open up 
the whole question of representulion in 
Congress on the basis of men who are not 
legal voters under state laws. Congress 
does nut desire to discuss these subjects, 
but, in my opinion, tlie question will be 
forced upon us for determination by the 
unwise action of some of the states. We 
have now before us tbe example of u great 
state, eudeavuring to disfranchise some 
no.uuG citizens in order to give one political 
party control of the legislature. There Is 
no fear of negro domination. That is not 
the excuse for tbe law. Certain democrats 
seek to control the affairs of the state, and 
to accomplish this purpose to disfranchise 
a sullideiit number of the f pposite party. 
It is nothing more than this”. As Senator 
Harrows sees It.the (luestiou presents three 
pliases: “The effect disfiuudiisement has 
on the basis of repre.sentutlon on the lower 
House; tlie propriety of accepting Sena- 
tors in Congress who have been elected by 
legislatures elected after a large number of 
voters were disfianchised so that the legis- 
latures would be favuiable to certain men, 
and the public policy of permitting pollll- 
oul parties to disfranchise a large number 
of their opponents to maintain their domi- 
nant position in the State.”

WATKR BILLS. 


The usual grumbling is now being heard 
over the amounts charged by the city for 
water. The average householder seldom 
notices the use of water unless it is to kick 
over the annual bills or growl occasionally 
at the quality. The average man will close 
ly watch his coal bln, or Hour barrel, but 
never dreams of keeping in close touch 
with his water meter. Tills Is the leason 
why so much needles.s complaining follows 
when the water bill e.\ceed8 the minimum 
rate. 

Our article in another column will be of 
interest to this class of citizens, who will 
be surprised to learn tbat a water meter 
cannot register more water than wliat 
passes through it. The common itupre.s8iou 
that the water meter goes "on forever” 
like Tennyson’s brook. 

The short time in which it is possible to 
waste or use Sio worth of water will also 
be of interest, for here again, the general 
opinion i', that a veritable Niagara can be 
obtained for that amount of money. 

The question of water rates, however, is 
quite another matter, and here, the con- 
sumer should st«>p and consider that the 
city has a net water debt of about one and 
a quarter iniliiuus of dollars for which 
there is an annual charge to the taxpayer 
fur intere.st and sinking funds of Si:L*,5UU 
It has been the policy of ths city to en- 
deavor to make tiie income from the water 
department, sutlicientto meet this annual 
outlay, and when in I'.Hio, a third of the 
water debt is paid, and the annual tax levy 
is relieved of about S.iO.OKi for sinking 
fund and interest, it may be possible to re- 
duce the rates. Until that time comes 
however, it dues not seem advisable to 
agitate the question of lower water rates. 

One fact should be e.’tpeciaMy noted in 
this connection and that is in regard to the 
quality of the water furnished the citizens 
of Newton. Our city his long been noted 
for the excellence of its water, and when 
compared with the river wa.er now being 
furnished by tiie Metropolitan Water 
Board, we may well congratulate ourselves 
tbat our supply is sudicient for immediate 
wants and make every possible effort to 
postpone the time when we shall be obliged 
to call on the metropolitan district fur 
water.

Eaprclnlly the Mnn In Knropc 'W'Tio 
Looks Ont For SninRsclrm. 

‘Tncle S.ani’.s Inrpc nml well orp.nn- 
Izod spcrot service,” snys S. II. Adams 
In Alnslco’s, "Is inntlo tip mostly of 
men who como properly under tlio 
head of detectives with police powers, 
but It has Its class of hona fldo spot- 
ters, whose entire duty It Is to Inffratl- 
nto thcuiselves with persons suspecteil 
of havlnp desljtns to evade the custom 
house duties and to warn the haf^irapo 
Inspectoi’s at this end of the Impend- 
ing swindle. 

‘‘In cleverness, address and adapta- 
bility the secret sen lco spotter Is easi- 
ly at the head of his profession and 
even ranks with the trained experts of 
the European diplomatic corps. It Is 
essential that ho should be a man of 
the world, for ho must associate with 
all kinds of people on equal terms. He 
has no fixed abode, but lives In va- 
rious European capitals -when he Is 
not on shipboard, whore ho Is much of 
the time. He must never let himself 
be In the slightest depreo suspeotcil. 

“There Is always a number of those 
agents In Paris, because of the great 
American traxlo there. They live at 
the fashionable hotels and live the life 
apparently of flaneurs and boulovar- 
diers. In all linos of trade that concern 
dutiable goods they are experts, and 
no large purchase by an American In 
Paris Is unknown to them. Their cir- 
cle of acquaintance Is enormous, but 
nobody knows them for what they are.

{ Tt comes nnturni to every woman to 
1 pity n child when It hurts Itself. Be 
the misadventure big or I11t!e, the 
mother Immediately takes the little one 
In her arms and In her most sympa- 
thelle. pitying tones tries to solace It. 
And of cour.so the child concludes 
something terrible has happened to It 
and cries vigorously. A little baby If 
pitied can soon be brought to a weep- 
ing slate when nothing whatever Is the 
matter with It. Just call up your most 
tender, sympathetic tone; a.*<k him that 
time honored question, “Hid they boos 
the baby V" and the little Ups will begin 
to quiver, the mouth to droop, and soon 
a wall breaks forth that Is meant to In- 
dicate that “they” did. 

Of course chlldn’U will cry some- 
times. Crylug Is an Institution that 
I cannot be done away with. Crying, 
more or less, Is expected with the advent 
of the little stranger, but the more or 
loss depends largely on the parents. A 
child can bo laughed Into a good hu- 
mor. Instead of pitying him at the nu- 
merous little hurts he get.s, those that 
are really of no Importance, treat 
them ns a good Joke. Laugh at them, 
and the baby will quickly laugh with 
you. It doesn’t take long to chase the 
tears away. Besides doing away with 
a lot of unnecessary crying It tenches 
him not to mind little hurts and devel- 
ops a brave, manly little fellow. This 
does not apply to serious mishaps, but 
to those numerous little bumps which 
youngsters are continually getting and 
which a little pity quickly magnifies 
Into something of Importance In child- 
ish eyes. 

Never giving a child anything ho 
cries for Is another excellent way to 
nip In the hud the crying habit. If It Is 
proper lor him to have, promise It to 
him when he stops crying. Reward his 
good behavior, not his bad. Of course 
If bad habits in this direction are form- 
ed. It Is hard to correct them. But such 
discipline observed from the beginning 
will make crying an Infrequent per- 
formance In the home where the youth- 
ful monarch reigns.— Philadelphia Tele- 
graph.

in light green. The unique feature of it is 
'the miniature reproduction of the famous 
.poster, "The Spirit of Niagara," which has 
<bad a most remarkable demand. The en- 
velope in which the poster booklet is 
mailed also bears a reproduction of this 
•artistic work. The booklet is a popular 
.picture book, the first page having an en- 
.graving of the magnificent Electric Tower, 
which is 391 feet high, and which wlli 
form the glorious centre-piece of the great 
exposition. On the same page is a tuiuia 
ture of one of the torch bearers which 
will adorn the wingsof the Electric Tower, 
nd beside it a picture of Niagara Falls.

Boston, March 27. 

The great and general court oontin- 
ues to malntaiQ its reputation as a bard 
working body rather than an oratorical com 
bination, alHioiigh new and then we have 
an afternoon of pretty good speech making. 
There would seem to I o no good reason 
why there should be a gen« ral extension of 
time for committee reports from today, 
thongli many committees still have a good i 
deal to «lo . 

The joint committee of thiriy -inannfao- i 
turns and inen'iintile afTairs— met on Mon- 
day to tiegin their lienrlngs on Hie rec in- 
nuMidaiions of tlio gas commissioners as to 
the consolidation of electric llglit compan- | 
iHs. .M«nnwhite, tlie committee on rules of i 
the House lias lie.sitated long in regard to . 
agreeing to tlie Senate proposition fora 
onmmiS''ion to consider tlie rev ision of the ! 
anti-stook-wati ring laws, d.tntitless owing ' 
to the fact tliat Kept esenlative Luce of { 
Somerville is unwiIRng to give nn hi.s idea . 
of a spociiil committee to consider tlie ; 
whole general subject. 'I’lie Senate rules 
committee Is so pleased at tlie Indn.slry of 
Hie House that It opposed having any such 
issue as this come in to break up the plans 
for an early prnrocallon. Tlie writer con- 
Gdently expects Hint tbe Currier bill for a 
special commission or committee will event' 
ually be considered by Mr. Dana and his 
associates on the judiciary oommiltee, and 
that such a commission will be constituted. 
Mr. J. R. Carter and his friends who asked 
for this legislation will do well however, to 
insist that the auti-lrust i ill pow heinj* 
considered bv the committee of thirty shall 
be put through this year. Their petition 
was suggested by the attempts to consoli- 
date the Boston Electric liglit companies 
and there is absolutely no evidence to 
show that consolidation has been nerma- 
nently abandoned. Should the committee 
of Hilriy he so foolish as to ncmnmeiid 
that the electric liuht consolidation bill or 
the ami trust bill us it is in fact, come to 
this commission for consideration also, the 
pro'.* ability is tliat there would instantly 
be a revival of the movement to consolidate 
the Boston electric light companies when 
this general court is prorogued. 

As to the movement for gas consolidation 
in Boston, Hie mutter seems in statue quo. 
Few are convinced that it is dead, although 
iloii. Robert M. Mor.se is reported to have 
expressed poignant regret that he ever at- 
tempted to draw a consolidation hill. The 
writer understands that in all prob.ablllty 
an attempt will be made within a few 
weeks, perhaps within a few days, to put 
in a measure of a permissive character, 
providing that the Bo.stoii gas companies 
may consolidate wlienevrr they can agree 
on such actinn.and providing also that they 
may purchase the Everett Gus uiid Coke 
works. It is hard to get definite informa 
tion upon this matter, evidently because 
the ruHii who are beliind it oliject to giving 
away their plans, particularly to nowspa 
per men. This remark will also probably 
apply to the members ol the lobby, for 
these gentlemen us a rule seem to be quite 
ut sea conwrning what will or will not be 
done. Rut notwithstanding ail this Hie iiv- 
eiuge onlooker will not believe that the 
scheme has been dropped until so late in 
the session that there is no human pos-i- 
bility of its going in. If the long delayed 
report of the gas commissioners ever reach- 
es the general court it will dispose of some 
of the unceriainty. 

The committee on metropolitan afTairs Is 
still struggling with the problem of more 
subways in Boston. It will give hearings 
on Mr. Carter's petition and also on the 
Citizen'.s A.ssociatlon scheme on Friday 
next. This will be Hie 0 th hearing on this 
matter. When an Issue like this is so long 
delayed— the lir.st hearing was on February 
19 -one begins to lose hmrt as to wliether 
it will finally develop anytliing definite in 
legislation. And still there is n very stroi g 
lecling Hint li would be unwiae to delay u 
work of this magnitude too long. The ar- 
gument of the elevated railway people that 
noHiing should be done until tlie new ele- 
vated line is in operation so ti at they may 
know just how mucli it relieves congestion 
would be of more force if it were not very 
well understood tliat it is proposed to keep 
the surface cars in operation just the same. 

The proi»a*e and cliancery coiiiinitieH 
gave its eigh h liear ng • n the viviseotii n 
question yesterday. Mrs. Ward and others 
who so strongly favor it continue their ur- 
dent intere.st in tlie hearings, but Hie w rit 
er sees no reason to change his opiniou ih t 
no definite legislation will result from the 
movement this yrar. 

Every executive session of the jiidloiary 
committee is of importance in these days, 
Htid rarely a session is held that does not 
result in one or two reports which create 
more or less excitement. One of the mat- 
ters which Mr. Dana and his associates 
have been bolding back is us to whether 
the Hebrews who observe Saturday as their 
Sabbath day shall be permitted to work on 
the Lord's Day. Another is the famous 
Gale bill to permit Sunday golf, relerenoe 
to which was mu'le one week ago. Mr. 
Gale bus submitted an amended bill to tbe 
committee, which provides that no super- 
intendents «'r employees shall be couneoted 
with any games played upon the Lord's 
Day, which iu effect abolishes the"ca'ldie" 
system upon tbut day. A number o( bills 
as to the assumption of risks by employees 
are still peuding iu the committee, (coming 
us a rule from Mr. Carey of Haverhill, the 
social demociatio member,) as is one cou- 
cerning more associate justices of the su- 
perior court, aud the Dowse bill to prevent 
the misrepreseutatioii in tbo sale of mer- 
chandise. All these may be reported on 
however, by the time Hus correspoiideiice 
is publiseed. 

Mr. Dana's ooinmittee reported ought 
not to pass nii Hie bill to increuse the 
pHiialty for kidnapping, so as to provide u 
life sentence. '1 he bill has been tabled in 
Hie senate and seeiiis likely to result iu a 
great deal of dl^cussion. A resolve which 
cume from Senator Nutt’s committee o'l 
constitutional uiiiendinents was debat* d 
last week, and will come up again in Hie 
senate today, providing for verdicts in civil 
causes by nine jurors. Tlie senate seems 
to be overwlieiningly in favor of this 
ineu.snre, but as four iiieinbers of the ooin- 
inittee from the House, including Hie 
House chairinuii, are dissenters, the indica 
Hons are Hiut it will liuve a hard sledding 
in Hie lower brancli.

A Victory for Scleullflc Temperance. 

The annual meeting of the Department 
of Snperintendenoe of the National Edu- 
catioiiat Association convened in Chicago 
February 2fi. At the meeting of the de- 
partment last year, after a heated discus- 
sion, the following resolution w'as adopt- 
ed: 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a com- 
mittee of seven, whose duty it shall be to 
report upon the teaching of physitdogy in 
the schools, especially with regard to the 
condition and progress of scientific inquiry 
us to the action of alcohol upon the human 
system, and to recommend what action, if 
any, by this Department, is justified by the 
results of those inquiries. 

Tlie report of this committee, presented 
on F'ebruury 28 by tlie chuirmau.Mr. Albert 
G. i.ane, ut Chicago, was a great triumph 
(or scieulifio temperance instruction in Hie 
public schools. Mrs. Mary 11. Hunt, 
national superintendent of this deuartinent 
of \V. C. T. U. work, was pre.seut, and 
speaks of it to the white-ribbon sisterhood 
us tollows : 

\Ve iiave just witnessed the fruit of your 
work in disbursing tliroiigli tlie edinuition- 
ul ranks Hie truth the Nuiioiml Bcienlific 
Teinperaiice instruction depuiTinent has 
sent out during Hie past twelve iiiuntlis. 
Tlie same body of men who last year 
cheered to lire eclio I’r.ifessor Atwater’s 
•’Alcohol a Food” theory, by a iinaniiiious 
vote adopted the report of Hie committee, 
whicli is as follows; 

We agree cordially with the special advo- 
cates ot teiiiiierauce Hiut boHi pliysiology 
and liyglene should be so tauglit as to leave 
in Hie minds of the children and yoiiHi an 
u'tecpmle knowledge of tlie eflects of aloo- 
holiu *lrlnk8 and narcotics upon Hie human 
system, and Hmt tiie question ot the sup- 
posed lood value of ulchohol is a teclinical 
one for medical experts and notone which 
needs to concern Hie men and women who 
are engaged in tlie public instruction of 
ciiildien and youtli. (Applause.) For them, 
it is enougli to know tiiat its use us a bever- 
age IS injurious and limt all autliurities 
auree in deprecuHiig tlie formalioii of the 
drinking habit and in commending all prac- 
tical efl'orts, through |)ubliu instruction, to 
promote the cause of temiierance. Tlie 
(juebtioiis of highest importance for teach- 
ers and superlutendentb of seiiools to con- 
sider are Hiose wiiich relate to Hie metliods 
by wliicli temperance iiistiucliou sliull be 
imparted. 

U e Hierefore recomnu'iid Hmt a body of 
educuHonul douti Ine be foniiulHted whiuli 
may guide temperance inslrucHoii in the 
schools Hirougliout the country. 

We albti rHcoiiimeiid timt iiivestiguHon to 
tiiat end be conducted under the direction 
ot Hie NuHonal Council of Education in 
uceordance witli Hie regulailons of the 
National Association. 

Tlie buttle (or truth Ims lost noHiIng in 
tills eoiitioversy Hiuh far, hut Hie opposi- 
lloii is nut dead; it is efiatigitig base to so- 
called “pedagogical lines in ohj uting tu 
tills hliidy in the lower grades.” More 
tiuHi must go to our ieacliers, and again 
truHi will will. [Exclmiigf' :
